> Emember that che choice of your Law-makers is your firſt common right, by which you diſtinguiſh your ſelves from 
ſlaves ; for in che uſe thereof, you ſhew rhe original of your own Anthority and Government , and how thar every 
one of you hath ſuch an inherent and natural Right in his own perſon, ac not to beditpoſed of, ordered, bounded 
or limited , bur by his own Conſent in Parliament ; the Members chereof being wy Repreſentatives, 
And therefore if you be render of = thing, that you call or think your Righcy Priyi or Liberty, be tender 
| your Liberties, 
IT. 
F Remember chatthe choice of your Law-makers, is the greateſt truſt in civil matters, and of the neereſt concern- 
ment to you all,that you ever did, or can, or ſhall repoſe in any body : you may truſt ſome wich your eſtates, and ir 
may be with your perſons too ; but you cruſt your choſen deputies in Parliament wich your perions, your lives, your poltericies , and your 
whole Country ; and they may under God involve you in blood and confuſion, or ſettle you in peace, | 
O then be cautious and circumipeA in your choyce now to be made, and conſider whom you may fafely rrult, 
And fiſt, contider whether ir be conſonant ro your ſafery, and the end for which you ele&, ro rrult any that hare ever broken their faith, 
er fallitied their crult fermerly pur in them, Remember the Declarations, Vows and Promites of rhe Army, how and by whom violated and 
broke.

And Thoſe Ao re to execute the Laws, may avoid the ſtroak which others mult abide ; for how is it conſonant tofreedom and ſaferyyfor 


the iflative power, and the Exzecvrive power, to be in the ſame hams ? , 
Sar you may ſafely cruſt rhole to make your Laws, that muſt do the ſame good or harm to themſelves,which they do to you, And 


ſuch as hare not been ſtained with rhe corruptions of the times , as have been ever conltanr to the interelt of the people, and as have nor 
been inriched by che oppreſſions and ruines of the Land, you may ſafelief truſt ; of juch rhere eh hope. 
Exciſe-men, Corrupt Lawyers, Fourthly, Conſider, whether you may cruſt any that are ingaged eicher by their profit or honour , or any kinde 
Im epriate's, Farmers of of intereſt, ro continue any of the burchens or grievances that are upon you: as the Silyer-Smirhs were engaged to 
1y:bes, Swoid, &c maintainthe 1 of Diana and her Temple, 

Fifchly, Conſider, wherher you may trult any man, that wants either depth of judgement, or courage : he thar wants the firlt, may ſuffer 
you to be cozened of your Libercies ; and he that wants the other, will certaivly betray your libertics unto any body that boldly acrempts 
r9 trak2 them from you, 

And furcher conſider, That thoſe whom you chnſe for your MemHers in Parliament, you chuſe to {it in your own ſtead, to repreſent the 
whole Nation ; their vore to be the voice of the people, and youto be bound thereby , onely ſaving co your ſelves your fundamencal Laws 
and Libercies, as una'rerable, and not within their crult to violate or deſtroy. All thar are worth 20S /. in Counties , are co be really-in 
Parliament, voting there, and conſenting to what is done by their Knights or Truſtees, whom they have choſen for their Counties ; and all 
the Burgeſſes and Innabirants of Cities and Burroughs , ace alſo there in Parliament , by chufing them that ſhall ſpeak for them and vore

And that this Liberty, this Principle of common Right, might nor be infringed or refirained , care was taken in The Inftrument of Go- 
vermwent ſec forth by the Lord ProteRor, That Tradeſmen that live in Cities and Enrroughs, ſhould be all free to chuſe, were wet worth 200 /, 
for that reflriftion of 200 /. limited in the ſaid Inſtrument of Government , i for ſuch as are rhereby enabledto chuſe Members for Coun- 
ties 2 which are the Knights girt with Swords, mentioned in the ſudentwre: ; bur as for Burgeſles, there is nodillin&ion betwixt rich and 
poor as all muſt be ſubje ro the Law, ſo all muſt be free ro chuſe : which is very much co his Highneſs honour, 

And indeed,Tradeſmen that live in Cities, are as uſeful co the Nation,and bear as much ſhare in the burthens thereof, when they are nor 
worth 200 4, as choſe thar live in Counties, and are worth 200/, And the encouragement and reifge& ro Traders, being of great con- 
þov-=4"2 to the Commonwealth , It was not thouyht fit ro reftraintherhe choirein Ciries and Burroughs to thoſe onely who were worth

could a mans bare Attendance on the King, and being his Servant , make him liable 
immediately to the Peoples Wrath and Cenſure , it he did not receive his Malignity 
to the Country from Hun who gave him his Preterment and Place ? For certainly, if 
2 man mult be forthwith accounted an Encmy to the Country ( as we (ce he is) for 
no other reaſon, but becauſe he is a Courtier, and ncer to the King 3; He then that is 
the greateſi Courtier, and made him ſo , muſt be ſuppoſed to be their Greateſt Foe 3 
and no queſtion but *tis the King they mean, if they qurſt but ſpcak ont 3 for other- 
wiſe, how could it come to paſs, (as we ſee now it doth) that all that are about the 
King , and thoſe eſpecially that he /oves beſt , be they never ſo Honeſt and Faithful, 
or Wiſe or Juſt , muſt forthwith be counted Dangerous and Miſchievous men to the 
people, and all Arts muſt be uſed to Remove or Rwine them 3 when perhaps juſt be- 
fore their Advancement to their Princes Favour, they ſtood fair enough in the peo- 
ples eſteem 3 and they then Commenced Villains, when they were preterr'd. And I 
pray tell me how could this happen, if the people did not believe the King to be 
the Countreys Greateſt Foe , and the main Deſtroyer of their Rights and Freedom, 
And for this conlideration it is, that I ſhall forbear to anſwer your delires, as to 
your hopeful Burgeſs. I could wiſh you and others would be wiſe in time , and take 
heed of being drawn into Rebellion and Miſchief beforc you are aware. The Go- 
vernment we live under is Eafie and Gentle ; and none that I know of have any juli 
cauſe to complain of it, or to defire or endeavour a change in it. I profeſs I do not 
ſce what reaſon there is , for thoſe common and ſtale Clamours of Arbitrary Power, 
and the Tyranny of King and Cowrt 3 if any thing looſes, and hath done for the laſt 
Age, *tis the Prerogative 3 nay, it hath ſcarce enough left to ſ{ccure it (elt from Con- 
tempt and Scorn.

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Gracious Condeſcention of his the laſt Seffion, about Secxring onr Religion and Pro- © 
perty after bis Death, if the next King ſhould prove a Papiſt > which had it been ac- 
cepted of, we and our Polterity might have been happy 3 but it did nor ſeem good * 
or Thanksg-worthy to your good Comntrymen. -——— 2 = 
And why, after this, and a many more Generoxs and Noble Afis, His Majeſty ſhould: 
be repreſented amiſs to His People, 'as one that meant them no good, and yet prot=:

H I $ Diſtri& conſiſts of Five Towns, who, by the At of Union are empowred to ſend One Member to the Parliament of Great 
Britain : Each Town is to ſend a Commiſſioner to the Town where the EleQtion is to be, which Commiſſioners are to be 
choſe, as Commiſſtoners for Parliament, had been before the Union, and the Majority of theſe Five Commiſtoners are to de- 
cermine the EleCtion. 


Every Royal Burrough is governed by a Magiſtracy and Town-Council, whom they ele&t annually, the Magiſtracy and Town 
Council of the former Year having the Right of chooſing their Succefſors, and the Majority of Voices has always determined thar 
Choice; And it is in this Magiſtracy, that the Power of ſending a Commiſſioner to ele& the Member is lodged. 

The Sitting Member, who is Provoſt of one of theſe Towns, procur'd himſelt to be eleQed their Commiſhoner to Mect w uh the other 
Commn'ſlioners for this Diſtri&, which Mecting was to be held this Time at his Town, by Veriue whereot he was Prefident of the Com- 
miſſioners, and having ſet himſelf up Candidate at the EleQion, had no reaſon to doubt of being the returned Member, the AG of Union 
appointing the Town-Clerk, where the Commiſlicners meet, to be the Returning Officer. 

But notwithſtanding ſo many Different Powers were thus joined in his own Perſon without ſome plauſible Preter cz to £x.rciſe them, how. 
ever well inclined his o#n Town-Clerk might be toward him, he found he ſhould never be able to gain a Majority of the Commiſſionets 

The Sitting Member having his own Town and another, the Petitioner having Three Towns, the only Remedy left, was, to ton. ent ſuch a 
Diviſion in One of the Three Towns, which might give him an Opportunity (tho* unwarrantably)) to determine in his own favour. 

The Provoſt at that time in One of the Three Towns, was likewiſe Bailiff of the Sitting-Member's Town, and always reſiding there, never 
having appeared in his Office of Provoſt during that whole Year, till the laſt Day of it, when a New Council and Provoſt were to be choſe, 
upon which Choice depended the Eleftion of the Commiſſioner, who was to meet with the other Coffimiſſioners. 

Accordingly, ſome Days before the Eleftion of a Provoſt and Town-Council, the ſaid Provoſt (Alexander Arbuthnor) came over from the 
Sitting-Member's Town to exerciſe his Authority, in order to procure ſuch a Town Council to be Choſe, as would elet him Commiſſioner, 
to meet with the Commilſſieners for the other Towns, but finding he had little Intereſt with the Old Town-Council, he procur'd, by Bribery 
and Corruption, Four of the (aid Old Conucil toelet a Magiſtracy and Council againſt a Majority of Nine, who elected a Magiſtracy and 
Council in a legal manner z and which laſt is the Ruling Magiftracy of that Town at this Time z the other never p:etending to do more than 
to chuſe the ſaid Alexander Arbuthaot, their Commſſioner, which was all he aim'd at, in order to give him a pretended Right of appearing at 
the EleQion, and the Sitting-Member an Opportunity of efing that to his own Advantage z but the unfair Pradtice in relation to the taid 
Bribery ſoon ſhow'd itſelf, the ſaid Alexander Arbuthnot having, by ContraF, oblig'd th: fail Four Bribd Members under the Penalty 
of 501, each, to Vote as the ſaid Alexender Arbuthnot ſhould dire& them, in Conſideration whereof, he bound himſelf to give them 507.

The Legal Council of that Town elefted by the Nine, choſe William Shepheard their Commiffioner, who appearing at the EleQtion with the 
other Commiſſioners, and producing the Sheriffs Prec-pr, direfted to the ſaid Town to chooſe their Commiſſioner ; as alſo the Oath of 4bjara- 
tion, Sign'd by the ſaid Town-Council before they proceeded to the Choice, was notwithſtanding rejeSed by the Sitting Member, who in a moſt 
Arbitrary and Preſumptuous manner took upon him to diſcharge his Clerk from Reading the ſaid Commiſſion, or Marking it in the Minutes ; and 
ſo far over-aw'*d the Clerk, that contrary to his Oath «e Fideli, and an expreſs AQt of Parliament, whereby he was Bound to have given Inftra- 
ments and Proteſtations upon the Proceedings, under the Pain of Forfeiting his Office, and being puniſh'd in his Perſonal Goods, he refus'd 
ſuch Proteſtations : And che Sitting Member taking upon himſelf the Power of Determining as Sovereign Judge the Right of the Commiſſioner , 
accepted the ſaid Alexander Arbathnot in his own Favour : 4 PraQtice not warranted by Law, the PRASES of the Meeting in caſe of Equality, 
having only a Caſting Vote 3 but not a Power to Judge the Right of the BleQtors as in this Caſe.

many other Corporate Officers, and giveth Power to the Bailiff and Capital Burgeſſes 
to chuſe thoſe who ſhould ſucceed them, and grants Power to ſend a Burgeſs to 
Parliament. | 
This Charter was pretended to be ſurrendred by an Inſtrument under the Common 7uly 28, 
Seal of the Corporation made in the Name of Bailiff, Recorder, and Burgeſſes, and 1584- 
the Surrender accepted and inrolled. | | 
King Fames lI. reciting this prerended Surrender, grants a new Charter, appointing 9 4, 1635- 
a Bailiff and 14 Capitals, inſtead of a Bailiff aps 12 ; and amongſt other Privileges 
both Charters, grant that of eleCting a Burgels to Parliament, but reſerves to him- 
ſelf, and his Succefſors, Power to turn out any Officers of the Town at his and their 
Will and Pleaſure. 
Under this Charter which was on all Hands look'd upon as valid, the Government 
of the Corporation was peaceably adminiſtred from 1685 till May 1707, when upon a 
Trial at Weſiminfler before the Lord Chief Juſtice Holt , between one S/ade and Wal- 
rer, both which pretended to be Bailifts, the Plaintiff Slade choſen by that part of 
the Burgeſſes who eletfted the fitting Member, and the Defendant Walter by thoſe 
who pretend to have choſen the Petitioner , concerning the Kight of their reſpe- 
Qtive Eleftions to be Bailiff, each fide during five or fix hours Debate, infiſted 
upon the Right of his Elettion under the Charter of K. Zames Il. rhe Queſtion be- 
ing who had the Majority, the Defendants being ſeofible that the Plaintiff had 
the Majority , waved that Queſtion, and alledged that the Charter was void , and 
any EleQtion under it void (rho' the Defendants Counſel themſelves upon the Trial 
had produced that Charter) becauſe it was founded upon the pretended Surrender of 
the former Charter, which was untrue in regard the Corporate Name of Bewd/cy was 
Bailiff and Burgeſlzs, and the Surrender was made in the Name of Bailiff, Recorder, 
and _ and ſo conſequently the Surrender void, and the King deceived in his 
Grant, this ObjeQion prevailed, and the Surrender being afterwards by the Court of 
Bueen's-Bench, upon a Nultiel Record pleaded thereto, judicially declared to be void, 
the ſubſequent Charter of K. Zames II. reciting that Surrender to bea good Surrender, 
was alſo void, and ſo the former Charter of Zames I. was ſtill ſubfiſting ; but the Bai-

it is commonly calld, as her Majeſty in her Royal Wiſdom ſhould think fir, rho* in 
truth that which was defired, and what was granted, was only a new Nomination of 
Officers, as was done by K. Zames I. in the old Charter, and could not be done again

Petitioners on both fides, both for and againſt ſuch new Charter, reported that they 
conceiv'd it expedient, a new Charter ſhould be gramed; end accordingly her Maijc- 
{iy was pleas'd to give DireQtions for. a. Charter of Reſtauration of the 1 3hbts and Pri- 
vileges of the ſaid Borough granted by K. Zames I. and a new. nominativg of Officers 
to the Offices vacant by the Pearh of the Officers under the old Charter, 

Notice of her Majeſty's Pleaſure was ſent to both {ides by Letiers from the two 
Secretaries of State, requiring each Party 30 bring to one of the Secrecaries of State a 
Liſt of 123 Perſons Inhabitants, whom they ſhould think fie to be inferred in ſuch 
Charter, to be the firſt Bailiff, and 12 Capital Byrgeſles. 

A Petition againſt grapting apy ſuch Charter was preſented to her Majeſty, who 
thereupon appointed ro hear the Matter in Council. : 

Both ſides were heard agcordingly before hex Majeſty in Council, there being beſides 
her Majeſty 27 of the Privy Council preſent; and it was then order'd Nemine Contra- 
dicente, 1uch new Charter Mould pals, as was reported by the Lorl Chanccllor, and 
Chief Juſtice. | | - 0 

A Letter was ſent from both Secretaries of State to Mr, Winnington to acquaint him 
therewith z; and that if he thoughr fir, he might bring to one of their Offes a Lift 
of 13 proper Perſons, to be the firſt Bailiff and Capital Burgelles ; after ſeveral de- 
lays obtain'd by Mr. Winningron, on pretence of writing to the Corporartiqn, be at 
laſt thought not fit to give in any Liſt ; whereupon a Liſt being given in by the Peti- 
tioners for the Charter, on the 1oth of April 1708. her Majeſty was pleas'd togrant 
a Warrant for paſſing 2 Charter to reſtore and contirm to the Borough their ancient 
Privileges, Liberties, £7c. granted by the Charter of K. Zames TI, 2nd to inſert there- 


in the Names of the Bailiff, and 12 Capital Burgeſles inſerted in the Lift thereto an- 


nexed, being the ſame Liſt given in by the Petitioners for the Charter. 

Mr. Winningion having enter'd Cavears, both at the Soliciror-Genera), and the 
Privy-Seal, April 14. the Solicitor-General having heard Council on borh fides tor 
above 4 hours thought fit to fign the Bill. Her Majeſty having fign'd it the 15th, it 
was tranſmitted to the Privy-Seal, aud on the 2oth the Lord Privy-Seal, by the Appro- 
bation of Juſtice Tracy whom he had call'd to his Aſſiſtance ; having heard Council 
for above 4 hours, paſs'd ir, and ſome few Days after it paſs'd the Great Seal ; and 
being publickly read and proclaim'd within the Borough, was joyfully accepted by 
the Inhabitants. 

Mr. $/ade, the ſurviving capital Burgeſs under the Old Charter, oy the Bailitf 
appointed by this laft Charrer, officiated accordingly till the Thxr/day before Michael- 
mas following , at which time the Bailiff and Burgeſſes ( being corporately aflem- 
bled in the Gui/dha!/) unanimouſly elefted Mr. Zames Compſon to be Bailiff. 

Compſon accordingly qualified himſelf, and entered on the Duries of his Office, and 
although in Michaelmaſs Term following, the Court of Queer's-Bench granted an In- 
formation againſt him in Nature of a @uo Warranto, in order to try the Right: Ar 
the ſame time they made a Rule, that Compſon ſhould continue Bailiff without any 
interruption till the Information ſhould be tried. | 

To this Information Gage pleaded and juſtified himſelf under Her Majeſty's 
Charter, and took Iſſue, that he was duly eleQted Bailiff: And although this infor. 
mation was granted about Two Years ago, and this fair Iſſue offer'd by Compſon, 
which muſt have brought the Validity of this Charter in queſtion, yet the Proſecutor 
never thought fit to bring this Matter to Trial at Law, as he might have done, or fo 
much as to join Iflue thereupon. 

Compſon all the remainder of his Time continu'd in quiet Poſlefſion of the Office, 
as did alfo his Succeſſor Mr. Ward, who was choſen Bailift Seprember 23. 1709. and 
after him Mr. Tynda/!, the preſent Bailiff, choten Seprember 28, laſt. No Competi- 
tor appearing at either of their Eleftions, nor any other Perſon pretending to att 
publickly as Bailiff fince; though now 'tis given out by the Peritioner, that one 
Rock was privately elected Bailift for this Year, whoſe pretended Eleftion (if to be 
look'd into) cou'd not poſſibly be ſupported by any Methcd of EleCtion hitherto us'd 
or known to the Corporation under any of the Charters. 

Mr. Tyndall, the preſent Bailift, having received the Precept for elefting a Mem- 
ber of Parliament, and made the uſual Proclamarion at the Time appointed, proceed- 
ed to EleCtion of a Burgeſs for Parliament, and no other Candidate appearing, the 
fitting Member was el and return'd. 

The Petitioners complain that this laſt Charter was granted Two Days after the 
Writs of the laſt Parliament were order'd, at the Inſtance of a Noble Lord, (purely 
to influence and govern the Ele&tion) that ir ereQs a diſtin&X and ſeparate Body, and 
transfers their Rights to others: Th. it was granted againſt the Conſent of the Cor- 
poration, and renders the Liberties of other Corporations precarious and dependant 

on the Will of the Prince, is a violation of Rights and Freedoms, contrary to Mug- 
na Chart, and of dangerous Conſequence, (Fe. _ 
hen 
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When ſo heavy a Charge as this is thrown upon Her Majefty, Her Privy-Council, 
and all rhoſe Officers concerned in advifing and paſſing this Charter, it muſt be ex- 
ed it ſhou'd be made clear and evident beyond contradiftionz and had Her Ma- 
Jelty of Her mere Motien, or ar the Inſtance of a Noble Lord, without other Cere- 
mony, granted a Charter purely to ſerve a Tarn at an EleCtion, or to erett one Corpo- 
ration in oppolition to another, and disfranchife Members, &c. there might bave 
been ſome pretence of Complaint : But when the Time taken up in Paſſing it; the 
ſeveral Stops, Circumſtances, Nature and Neceſhity of it are confider'd ; as no Char- 
rer ever pals'd upon greater Reaſon, ſo perhaps none ever paſs'd with ſo great San- 
Etion and Solemnity. 
This appointment was neceſlary for the executing the Precept for the EleQion of 
2 Member for that Parliament; for there was no other Bailiff as had been nd the 


in the Caſe before, ar the Inſtance of thoſe who were for the Periti : and there- 
fore the Caſe is no other rhan where the Bailitt dieth betore, or atter the 


recept 
iffued out, and a new Bailift is choſen. <p 

That it paſs'd fo near an Elettion for Parliament, is owing to the artificial Delays 
of Mr. Wrznington, who, by Petitions, Caveats, Ec. had ſpun out five Months in 
paſſing of ir. And as to the particular m__ of the fitting Member, and the influ- 
ence this Charter may bave had upon his EleQtion, it is to be confider'd, that if the 
Powers granted ro the Corporation could have been executed under the Charter of 
King Zames I. without this Charter of Her Majeſties co-operating, this New Char- 
rer would never have been granted. 

That it was granted ar the inſtance of a Noble Lord, and againſt the Inclinations 
of the Inhabitants of the Corporation, muſt appear undeniably falſe, from the Num- 
ber of Petitioners for the New Charter, who confider'd at large are 1400 z or if re- 
ſtrain'd to thoſe Inhabiranrs only that pay to Church and Poor, then the whole Num- 
ber of thoſe under that diſtinttion, as appears by the Books, are 286, of which 210 
petirion'd for the Charter, and ſome were Neuter. 

Nor is the diſproportion lefs in Value than Number ; the 210 Petitioners for the 
Charter are afſeſs'd to the Pcor for Stock 1570 /. the other 76, had they all peti- 
tion'd, are Charg'd but at 41% /. 

It ever any Charter was unexceptionable in the Nature of ir, ſure this muſt; it 
deſtroys no other Charter, ic only confirms the Old one; the Words ( Reſtore and 
Confirm) introduce every Clauſe throughout the whole Charter ; It grants no New 
Power or Privilege, or takes away any granted before , it transfers no ones Right to 
another, nor distranchiſes any Member ; he that was a Burgeſs before continues ſo 
ſtill. Of the 12 Capital Burgefſes under the Old Charter, indeed none but Slade 
was left alive, and therefore the Queen by this Charter fills up the number of Capi- 
tal Burgeſfes only, and confirms all other Burgefſes and Officers whatſoever, and 
conſcquently deprives no Man of 'his Right, as the Peritioners ſet forth : It only 
appoints Ofhicers, without whom they could not for the future either have a Recor- 
der, Deputy-Recarder, Attornies, Conſtables, Serjeants at Mace, View of Frank- 
pledge, gor future Burgeſſes of either diſtinftion. Theſe, and moſt other Corporate 
AQs and Powers being expreſly placed in the Capital Burgefles only. Tis likewiſe 
infilted on, that ſeveral of the Petitioners, Burgeſſes under the Old Charter, have afferted 
their Rights by Judgments given for them, upon Informations granted againſt them. 

An Information was granted in Hi//ary, 4 Anne, againſt Mr. Foley and 4 others of Anſwer. 
the Petitioners Burgeffes ; they juſtified under the Charter of Fames I. *Twas reply'd, 
that the Bailiff and Burgeſles had ſurrender'd the Charter z and they reply'd that there 
was no Record of any ſuch Surrender: Whereupon the Record of that Surrender bein 
brought into Court, and the Word Recorder being join'd with the Bailiff and Burgeſ- 
ſes, -— 2aeen's Bench gave Judgment that it was not the Surrender of the Bailiff and 
Burgetles. 

This being a Judgment antecedent to the new Charter, *cis preſum'd, can't preju- 
dice any Right granted by ir, and is ſo far from being a Reafon againſt this Charter, 
that ir was in great meaſure the Occaſion and Foundation of it ; for the Inhabirants 
could not properly apply for this Charter before this Surrender, and the Charter of 
Fames Il. tounded thereon, was adjudged to be void. 

Bur then 'ris furrher infiſted, rhar fince the new Charter granted, one Smith, who 
was choſe Bailift by the Burgeſlcs under the old Charter only, hath obtained Judg- 
ment againlt the Queen, upon an Information againſt him for ating as Bailiff z which 
Judgment hath nor been ſer aſide fince. 

To this Intormation, Smzth in Trinay, 7. pleaded, that he was regularly choſen Anſwer 
Bailift under the Charter of Fames I. and pleaded that Charter with a prefert in 
Curia z the Attorney for the Proſecutor crav'd Oyer of that Charter, which in ſuch 
Caſe Smib's Attorney ought, by the courſe of the Court, to have given, before the 
Plaintiff's Attorney was obliged ro reply ; but Smith's Attorney not having the Char-

Trade in the Kingdom.

But.the mayor pare of the Bailiffs thought ir illegal, thar after Pro- 
clamation made *according-ro Lav,” the High Sherith ſhould order 
Q0ther time and place, andi'cherefore did not give notige, fo that al- 
moſt all the Gentry and Freeholders of the Connty met ar Misbury, and "at 
Buckingham there was only the High Sherift Sir Timber T. with a ve-

(at this time without reſtraint) is grown very fruitful, being now made 
uſe of, not only to give vent to Publick Dilcontents, but alſo to ſerve 
private and particular turns ; of which that Pamphlet entituled,'4 Ro —_ 4 
Free-holder of Buckinghamſhire 70 « Friend in London, concerning the Ele&ion 
of Knights of the Shire for the ſaid County, is a pregnantialſtance z an impartial 
account whereof, ſince you are pleaſed to require it from me, being an Aﬀair at 
which I was preſent, and privy to the whole tranſaction, I cannot refuſe to 
ive yOu, 

And firſt, I muſt neceſſarily inform you of the occaſion of this Adjournment 
the High-Sheriff being a Neighbour of the. Town of Buckingham, and having 
before the laſt Parliamem ingag'd | himſelf. to: ſeveral Perſons of Quality (his 
Neghoguee) to-appoint the ſaid Election there, being the Ancient Shire-Town, 
and having laid his Commands upon the Under-Sheriff for-that purpole , never- 
theleſs, contrary to his dury, he being an Inhabitant of Azlesbury, was prevail d 
with to bring the ſaid Election thither, withour «the privity or-conſent of his 
High-Sheriff, of which practice the High-Sherift. expreſſed a great *reſentment at 
thetime of the ſaid Election, and was hardly diſſwaded by the Duke of Bucks; 
and the reſt of the Gentlemen then preſent, from adjourning the ſame then to 
Buckingham, the Under-Sheriff alſo ſerving himſelf of their laterceſſion to ſalve 
this matter, and promiſing faithfully, if-the like opportunity happened, during 
his Shrievalty, that he would not fail to.dehver.the Writ to the High- Sheriff, and 
obſerve his Commands in all things retating- thereunto , which promiſe he alſo 
renew'd ſeveral times ſince the lait diſſolution, at the laſt Aſſizes, and after, both 
by word and Letter. 

Mr, Hampden the younger having obtained the Writ for this laſt Eleftion,,cau-

The High-Sheriff thereupon, to prevent all unneceſliry trouble to the Coun- 
try, did iſlue forth his Precepts immediately to all his Bayliff; of the ſeveral 
Hundredy of the County, 80 giye Aotice 40,yhe High-Conftables of each/Divi- 
ſion, ___ them to give nouge to the Perry Conltables of his Reſolutions to 
ad;qura'the ſame: Qounty-Coure to Buckingham, which were duly executed by 
all the Bayliffs ig all parts of ths County, hut ſtopr and ſuppreſied- in the hands 
of the High-Conftables in the rhree Hundreds of ,the Chiltren, and other. parts 
ut Sabadrp by E endeavauts of: forme Genzlemen that were concerned for 
Ailesbury, fo, whom the QuAIEt ut they xeceiyed any ufineceſſary trouble there- 
by, and rot to the High-Sherjft, fk owe the blame ; and nor that "the Bayliffs did 
decline it upon any Itlegality, as is falſly fuggeſted. | 

Which Reſolution the ſaid High-Sheriff had taken in favour of Sir Peter Tyr- 
re/l, and his Party, who ſtood in Competition with the Lord Latrymer, and 
whole Intereſt was Eſpous'd at the former EleRion by the Duke of Bucks, in 2 
very ſtrange and extraordinary manner (of which I ſuppofe you are not igno- 
rant) as alloatthis laſt Ele&ion, although he was not prelent, as he defign- 
ed to be, whole not ſucceeding therein, is the true ground of all chat rancour

they have made any thing of this ſtory, wauld' have tnade uſe of it againſt 
him ; though it be now revived by his Enemies, upon this occalion, to colour 
theit irregular proceeding at rhe former Election. But that he ever carried a chip 
of this away from the Town, or brought any chither, 4s hath been falfly and ma- 

licioufly re orted, is well know to the Town and Country to be a notorious un-

The next morning was appointed for them all to meet in Court, where the ad- 
journment was delayed till near eight of the clock, for the Under-Sherrifts coming ; 
nor did the ſaid Mr. Hambaer or the Countrey come in till after eight, or the 
Duke of Buckingham, though he came there over-night, exprels any difſatisfadti- 
on to the High-Sherriff, or oppoſition to the adjourament, the obligation he had 
to the Town of Buckingham, and concern for Sir P.T, making the Sherriff 
and all others believe he came in fayour of it, though it appeared quite contrary 
afterwards, 

The Duke of Buckingham at the inſtigation (as is ſuppoſed) of the Tar-box 
Juſtice Sir F. 3. an upſtart and great incendiary amongſt his Neighbours, and a 
profeſſedetiemy to Buckingham z having borrowed the Chait ar the laſt Seffions, 
to affront and abuſe rhe Town, andreviled chem at the laſt Aﬀizes; for which he 
was juſtly and publickly rebuked by the Judge, did endeavour to ingage the 
Country, who were come into Ai/esbary, to make a halt at Winſlow, and the next 
morning arriving before cight of the Clock at Buckingham, ' prevailed with the 
under Sherriff to put a further affront upon the High Sherriff, and adjourned the 
Court before he came, which was not long after eight, Bur as'for the accident 
that is related of the Sherriffs encounter with a Parſon, there is nothing more no- 
torioully falſe; the marter being barely thus,thar the Inn-yard,to which the Court 
was adjourned,being very full.the Sheriff at his entrance finding his way obſtru&- 
ed, and his menendeayouring to make way, he clapt Spurs to his Horſe to ride 
in, and by accident the Horſes hind legs flipt _ and fell with him, but there was 
neither a crying out a Hembaen or a Wharton by the Parſon, nor a whipping of 
him by the Sherriff, or any attempt of the Parion upon the Sheriff, or other mat- 
ters, ſave only that he ſtood in the way accidentally next him with others ; theſe 
paſſages being not only falſe but very rediculous, che Sherriff having half a ſcore

As to that Adventure of his Son, the matter was thus z; The Son was ſent by 
the Father to the Under-Sherriff, to know, ſince the EleRion was paſt, where the 
Indentures would be ſealed , which Meſſage the Son delivered ſome thing too 
pleaſantly, calling him Mr. High-Sherriff, to which the Under-Sherriff replyed, 
That he was ſealing them there upon the place ; he added afterwards, as he re- 
lated to his Father, not the demand of a Poll, but whether any Poll had been 
demanded, which he alledged he did for his Father's ſecurity, ſince the Return 
was making, for that at his coming out of Town, the Streets being full of 
Free holders, cryed, a Cheſter, anda Yerney, as it ſeems they had done the 


Night 
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Night before, not twenty or thirty Boyes by order, as is related, but by New- 
port three Hundreds, who came there the day before, and lodged there all night , 
but we will {uppole he made ſuch demand as is related, though the Crowd that 
was about him. was ſuch at the delivery of his meſſage, and the noiſe, that thoſe 
that were neareſt him were not able to give any true account thereof, and that 
he erred in the Method of it, in not naming the perſon , yer hang declined it, 
when better informed, and rid civilly away from the CompanY7 yet he being a 
Free-holder, at preſent had a right to demand a Poll if he would, and might fur- 
ther have 1aſiſted: upon it for thoſe Gentlemen that were cryed up z there- 
fore there was little ground for that notorious riot then committed ; which 
was begun by an eminent and over-bulie perſon, who, upon his going off, call- 
ed to him to ſpeak with him, and when bh came up to im ſtruck him with a 
great Truncheon of Oak which he brought with him into the Field, though the 
blow fell ſhort of his Head, and bruſhing on his Belly lighted upon his Horle, by 
whoſe Example the Mulrtitude were encouraged to follow him into the Town, 
not only with Whips, but naked Swords, crying, #:l him, prick bim in the 
tack, and ſeveral times ſtopping of him in the way, and endeayouring to pull 
him off his Horſe, and purſued him with that violence into the Town, that he 
was forced to run in ata Wicket of a Gate to fave his life, where his Horſe 
could ſcarce be brought out afterward ; nor were they herewith appeaſed, but 
endeavoured forcibly ro enter the Houſe, breaking the Windows, and _— 
the Stables for his Horſe, and affrighted the Maid-Servant to that degree wit 
Swords and Piſtols, that they pur her into Convulſion-Fits, and puriued their 
Riot, until by ſome of the Sherriffs men that were left behind him, and Conſta- 
bles of the Town, they were endeavourcd to be ſeized and chaſed back , of all 
which proceedings, I ſuppoſe, there will be a further account taken accord- 
0g to Law, As to thoſe reproachful words they gave of the Burgeſles thar 
were choſen, it was begun only by Sir Trbox Busby, and ſome ſmall party that 
followed him of the Rabble, and not ſeconded by any perſon of Quality z nor did 
the Knights of the Shire, nor any other that Icould be informed of, declare any 
averſion tothe Town upon the account of 'the Ele&ion, but were willing e- 
nough to have ſtaid in the Town, had it not been for the Duke of Buckingham, 
and the aforeſaid Sir T, 3, | | 

Thus, Sir, I have given you a juſt account of this matter, I ſhall now only add, 
that it is worth the phe On that thoſe who gave their Voices for Sir Peter 
Tyrrel, at the Ele@ion of the Town, all offered their ſervices to the Lord ZLerry- 
mer before, and at the very morning of the Ele&ion, though they take all ways 
by Libels and otherwiſe to reproach the Town for it, and that the intermedling 
of Peers of the Realm in Eleftions, made by the Commons, is very legal, and 
hath been frequently complained of in Parliament, as a high Invaſion of the li- 
berty of the Subje&, and may be of evil Conſequence if countenanced for the 
future, |

HE Poll ending late at night, the Town-Clerk, and four other Clerks who rook the Poll, caſt up 
their Books. ; 
The two Clerks who were employed by Sir Thomas Cooke's Friends declared, That Sir John Mordex 
had the Majority by One, in one of their Books, and Three in the other. 
The Town-Clerk ( with the Aſſiſtance of his Man ) caſt up his Book, and writ down upon the 
Poll the Totals of borh, viz. Four Hundred and Seven for Sir John Morden, and Four Hundred and One for Sir 7he- 
mas Cooke ; and thercupon publickly inform'd rhe Mayor, "That Sir John had the Majority by Six. 

The Mayor thercupon ſealed up all the Polls, and Adjourned till the next morning, and then declared, That 
Sir 1Jaac Rebow and Sir Fohn Morden were duely Elected, and ( as Sir Fohn Morden's Witneſles proved ) thereupon, 
and not before the Scrutiny was demanded, but not granted, as well becauſe the Demand was not made in due 
time, as alſo becauſe two Friends on cach ſide, having in their hands Alphabetical Extracts out of the Town Books 
of all the Freemen's Names, made their Objections during the whole Poll upon every Voter they thought fir, 
as to his being Free, or not Free, which Objefions were Debated and Determined ar the time they were made. 


And as to the ObjeQion, Whether Alms-men and Infants had a Right of Voting, they were Points fitter for 
the Parliament than the Mayor to determine. . 

Upon the chree Days hearing of this Cauſe before the Commirtce of EleQtions, each fide having given the 
other Papers of their ObjeQions to the Capacity of their ſeveral Voters ; the Councel on both ſides gave Evi- 
dence, to juſtify their own, and make good their Objections againſt the others Voters.

madefree upon the News of a Parliament, on purpoſe to vote for Sir Foſeph_ Herne and Mr, Fred. Herne, (one of the now ſit- 
ting Members) and at a time when (as appears) there were 60 old Freeme#la"the Town ; and when ſeveral that had a 
right to be made free were refuſed: And one of theſe very 18 gave evidence, that had he not promis'd his Vote to 
Sir To{cph Ferne, he had not been made free: And Palmer the Mayor, that pretendat'to make them free, declar'd he

[I. The Petitioners ialiſt, That the 5 Freemen made by Rocker are no lawful Freemen : 

Becauſe no Freemaa can be made without a Mayor ; and Mr. Rocke: was no Mayor when theſe Freemen were made : 
He did indeed bring a Mandamm to Mr. Bully, the preceding Mayor, to ſwear him Mayor ;, and, upon Mr. Buly's return- 
ing him not eleted, bronght an Aion, and obtain'd a Verdi@® the lalt Afſizes (as to which VerdiR, four of the Jury- 
men have ſince made Affidavits, taat they were unſatisfied with it, and another Ation is now depending, whereby Rocker 's 
EleQion of Mayor is ſtill to bedetermin'd) But Rocker never obtain'd any peremptory Mandamw, nor would have obtain'd 
any till the Court of King's Bench had been better ſatisfied of his right, then they were by this Verdict. And was never 
ſworn and admitted Mayor, but had his Damages for not being Mayor; and being never ſworn and admitted, could 
not att as ſuch, for the Law no more permits a Man to be his own Executioner, than his own Judge : And therefore theſe 
5 Frecmen being, made by R-cker as Mayor,who was never admitted and ſworn Mayor,and before he had ſo much as Judg- 
ment upon his Verdi, could certainly be no lawful Freemen, in as much as he could do no A& as Mayor, till lawfully 
ſworn and admitted,and it was not proved or pretended at the Committee, that he was ever duly ſworn or admitted Mayor. 

It is inſiſted on,that the two honorary Freemen, could not give Votes, becauſe they had not taken the Oath touching 
EleQions, and there was not ſhewn at the Committee, nor can be ſhewn any inſtance, that ever any honorary Freemea 
voted at an Ele&ion, who had not, (beſides his honorary Freeman's Oath,) taken alſo the common Freeman's Oath touch- 
ing Ele&ions. Nor was it evet prov'd or pretended at the Committee, that theſe two Geatlemen had taken-the common. 
Freeman's Oath. 

The ſitting Members Objef to the ten Freemen made by Mandamus, and to the five other Freemen made by Mr. Sylec:, 
who Voted for the Petitioners, becauſe they were admitted only by a Mayor and one Magiſtrate. | 

Anſw. They had a right to be admitted Freemen, as being the cldeſt Sons of Freemen, or having ſerv'd their Ap- 
prenticeſhip to ſuch; and tho' no Perſon can be made a Freeman having no antecedent right to his Fredom, without a: 
Mayor and fix Magiſtrates at leaſt, yet the Mayor is to admit thoſe who have that antecedent right, as he (alone) admits 
and ſwears thoſe, who without ſuch antecedent Right, have been eleQted Freemen, by a Mayor and fix Magittrates. 

King Edward 11I. in his Charter to this Town, grants ſeveral priviledges, Burgenſibus Heredibus & Sureefſoribus ſuis. 

And many Inſtances, ancient and modern were produced, before the Committee of Perſons admitted Freemen in reſpect 
of their being e/def# Sons of Freemen,or having ſerved Apprenticefhips to ſuch which is taken Notice of in their Admiſſions,and 
the Names of their Fathers or Maſter: are incerted therein,& thoſe Admittances appear to be upon very ſmall Fines or Fees, 

That the Succeſſion of this Corporation, has been and ſhould be continued (at leaſt chiefly) by the eldeſt Sons of Free- 
men, who are their Heirs, and thoſe who have ſerved Apprenticeſhips to ſuch, is agreeable, to this ancient Charter, to 
the practiceof this Town and all other Corporation Towns in England, and to the true intent and deſign of incorporating 
Towns, viz. the incouraging Perſons to learn and improve Arts and Trades, and alfo according to the common Law of 
Eneland; and it was admitted at the Committee, that all theſe 15 were either the eldeſt Sons of Freemen of this Town, 
or had ſerved IE to ſuch. Wherefore the Petitioners think the admitting them to their Freedoms:was juſt, 
legal, fair and reaſonable, being but their rights; Whereas the AY the 18 Free,(14 of whom voted for the ſitting Mem- 
bers, and none of whom had either any right or any reaſog to be made Free) was neither legal, juſt; fair nor reaſonable.

Each Diſtri&t ſends a Burgeſs to ſerve in Parliament ; which Burgeſs is ele&ed by the Voices of the Majority 

of Delegates, or Commiſſioners, whereof one is choſen by the Common-Council of each Borough ; and 

theſe Commiſſioners preſide at the Eleftions for Parliament by Turns ; and in caſe of Equality, the Delegate 

who preſides has the caſting Voice ; and the EleQion is made in the Borough whoſe Turn it is to preſide, and 
the Cen Chck of that Borough certifies the Name of the Perſon choſen, to the Sheriff. 

Ar laſt Ele&ion, the Borough of Dumbarron was the preſiding Borough. 

In every Borough the eldeſt Magiſtrate preſent in the Town at the Time, has a Power to call the Common-Council 
upon any neceflary Occaſion. 

The eldcſt Baily of Durbarron, in Abſence of the Provoſt, received a Precept from the Sheriff, direfing that Bo- 
rough to chule a Commiſſioner, who ſhould meet with the others of the Diſtrict, ro eje& a Member for Parliament 3 
and next Day ſummoned the whole Members of rhe Common-Council then in Town, and one Dunca»/on, who bad 
ated for ſome Time as Town-Clerk (rhough withour. any Jegal Commiſſion, but by Connivance) to meer ar Eleven 
a-Clock, the ordinary Council-hour. 

Several of the Council accordingly met ; but others, who it ſeems were in the Intereſt of the Petitioner, in Combi- 
nation with Duncanſon, wilfully abſented, knowing the Majority to be againſt him. 

The Common- Council thus mer, ſeut again to D:»caſon, ordering him to attend, or that otherwiſe they would 
remove him from ating, and chuſe another ; and h2 o-1tinately refuſing, they accordingly difplac'd him, and by 
AR of Council appointed David Hutchiſon ro be Common Clerk. 

Afrer this, they proceeded ro the Ele&tion of a Commiti:oner, and unanimouſly made choice of David Colquhon. 

George Smollet, pretended to be Provoſt, or Chicf Magiſtrate, tho' illegaily choſen, and incapable by Law, came after- 
wards to the Town, and without ſo much as having the Sheriff s Precept, ſummoned anorher Council co chule a 
Commiſſioner ; bur thought fit to adjourn, without making any Ele&ion, t1!l the firſt of Seprember. 

On the ſaid firſt of Seprember, Mr. Smoller, and thoſe in Combination with him, met in Council, together with 
Duncanſon the diſplaced Clerk, and eleted the ſaid Smelles ro be Commiſſioner; notwithſtanding the Precept was 
already fully executed, by the Ele&tion of David Colquhon. 

On the Day of El:&ion of a Burgeſs fer Parliament, Mr. Smollet, having ſome time before placed a Guard of armed 
Men in the Town-houſe, went into it wich Duncanſen ; and Smollet himſelf, with a Halberd in his Hand, afliſted wirh 
his other armed Accomplices, kept the Door, and refuſed Acrceſs-ro the other Commillionersj and particularly to. 
David Colquhon, and David Hutchiſon the Common Clerk ; taking upon himſelf to judge in his own Favours who had 
Right to go in as Commiſſoners or Clerk.

Art the ſame Time Mr. Smollet took upon him, by himſeif alone, to name Daniel Campbel ; and Dauncanſon offer d 
a Return of him to the Sheriff, which was refus'd, he nor making it appear that he was the proper Officer ; and 
the Rerurn it ſelf offer'd, appearing to be void upon the yery Face of ir.

The Duke of Queensberry, who is Heritable Sheriff of that Shire, and has thereby a 
grout Awe and Influence over the Freeholders, eſpous'd the latereſt of Mr. Grierſon: As Inſtances 
of this, 

M Letter from his Grace, to Mr. Grierſor, was by his Grace's Order handed about amongſt the 
Freeholders, wherein he intimates his Deſire that they ſhould Vote for Mr. Grier/on, and that he 
would look upon their Voting fo, as a Mark of Eſteem and Reſpect to himſelf and his Family. 

Two of the ſame Duke's near Relations and Agents wrote Circular Letters to the Freeholders 
to the ſame Effet, which began in theſe Words, By Order of the Duke of Queensberry. 

William Grabme a Freeholder, duly qualified, who came to Dumfrize to Vote for the Peti.ioner, 
was threatn'd by Mr. John Sharp, the Shire-Clerk (a Dependant on the Duke of Oveencberry) that if 
he appear'd at the Ele&ion he ſhovid be Arreſted for a Debt of 20 /. (which Sharp had bought in 
for that Purpoſe) but if he would abſent himſelf, Sharp promiſed to abate him one half of the 
Debt, and a Fourth Part of another Debt which Sharp claimed of Grahme, 

Mr. Johnſton, another Freeholder, who had declar'd his Intention to Vote for the Petitioner, was 
Arreſted the Day before the EleQtion by the ſame Sharp the Shire-Clerk, and carry'd out of the 
County t1 a Priſon Thirty Miles from the Place of EleQtioa. This Arreſt was pretended to be 
for a Debt tor which Mr. 5ob»ſfon ſtood- bound 3s Surety for one Mr. Grahm?, but in Truth was 
made only to prevent his Voting for the Petitioner, becauſe Sharp had thea Lands of Mr. Grahme's 
in Execution of far greater Value than the Debt, and Mr. Johnſton was ſet at Liberty the next Day 
after the ElcCftion, without paying, any Money, or giving any further Security. 

Some of the Xrk Clergy infinuated amongit the Freeholders, that the Petitiouer's Father, the

And now 260d Country-men, do bur conſider nothing can ſo ſoon enſlave 
you 2nd your Poſterity, as the Choice of ill Members in Parliament; for ro 
hay2 vour Throats cut in the face of Law, is a thouſand times worſe than the 
the Force of Arms; and aſſure your ſclves, they are worſe than the Papiſts, or 
ar lcaſt no better, that would go about ro perſwade you to ſubmit ro any thing 
ſhorr of your juſt Rights and Liberties. + 
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The CASE of CHARLES LESLY, Eſq: 


PON the 12th Day of April 1722, the Commiſſioners Elected for chuſing 
a Member of Parliament tor the Diſtri& of the Boroughs of Forfar, Perth, 
Dundee, C:.wpar, and St, Andrew's, met at Forfar the preſiding Borough ot 

the ſaid Diſtrict. 
lexander Binny, Commillioner for the ſaid Town of Forfar, produced his Com- 
miſſion, Robert Robertſon, Commiſitoner, for the {aid Borough of Perth, 
likewiſe produced his Committion ; and Alexander Ferner produced his Commithon 
for the ſaid Town ot Dundee. 

All which three Commiii:ons betig rcad, and no Objeftion made to cither ol 

them, they were nnaniumcufly admitted, 
| Capt. William Erilkine of the Royal Regiment of North Britiſh Dragoons, Pro- 
duced a Commi!l.on ſigned by the Provoſt and ſeveral of the Common Conncil 
Men, of the ſaid Borough o: St. Andrews. 

At the ſame Time Al: xander Bell, Eldeſt Failift of the faid Borongh, produced 
a Commiilion, 11zned by teveral of tne Common Council-men, and thereupon pro= 
teſte] that he might be rece1v'd as Commijhoner tor the laid Borough, becauſehisCome 
miſſion was ſigned by a Majority of the Legal Voters; and tho' it had not 
the Solemnity of the Cle:ks Sublcription aiid Seal of the Borough thereto, vet that 
could be no Objection againſt it, becanie the Clerk being under the DireQion of Col. 
Philip Anftrutber, Prov-ſ of the {aid Borough, was prevailed upon by him to refuſe 
to fign the Commiſhon, and prevented from putting the Seal of the Borough thereto 
(the 14id Colonel having taken the lame trom h1m fome Days before) as appeared by 
two Inſtruments ot Proteſt under the Hands of a Notary Pablick taken againſt the 
ſaid Clerk, and then produced to the Meeting by the ſaid Alexander Bel, 

Charles Leſly, Eſc, produced a Commiſion to him from the Borough of Compar. 

Enſign Fames Erskine likewiſe produced a Vriting, which he call'd a Commiſſion 
to him from the ſaid Town of Cowpar, but the ſame was ſigned by nene of the Ma- 
viſtrates, nor the Clerk, and by very tew of the Common Council-men of the ſaid 
Borough, neither had it the Common Seal of the Boroug) affixed to it, 

When the Commiſſioners for Forfar, Perth and Dund*e, came to conſider which 
of theſe diſputed Commithions ought to be recerv'd, the taid Al-xander Bixnny, Com- 
miflioner for Forfar, and Preſes ot the Meeting, order'd the Commillion produced 
by Capt. Willtam Erskine tor the Borough ot St. Andrews to b2 read, and without (6 
much as reading the other Commilhon from the ſaid Eoroug», produced by the ſaid 
Alexander Bell, or taking any Notice of the Proteſt above inentioned, he ordered 
the ſaid Commiihon to be marked by the Clerk as a good Commiſſion , and the ſaid 
Capt. Wiiliam Erskive to take his Seat as Commulioner trom the Borough of $t. 
Andrews, and to vote at that Meeting. 

Againſt which arbitrary and illegal Proceeding, the ſaid Robert Robertſon and 
Alexander F:rrier proteſted, and mtiftel, that fince there were two Commiſſions 
produced from the Borough of St. Andrews, they could not proceed to'make a Judg- 
ment of cither of them t1ll both were read and examined by them : And then it 
was to be determined by the Plurality of Votes, which was the beſt Commillion, 
and not by the {ſingle Vote ot the Pretes without Concurrance of both, or at leaſt 
one of the other two indifputed Commulioners, 

The ſaid Commithone:s for Perth and Dundee likewile inſiſted that the two Com- 
miſſioners from Cowpar (as being the laſt preſiding Borough) ſhoul4 be examined 
Prior to thole from St. Ardrews, or at leaſt that the Commiſſioners, from both thele 
diſputed Boroughs, ſhou'd be examined and determined, before either of them were 
allowel to Vote-at that Mceting. 

'The ſaid Alex mider Binny, without any Regard to what the other two Commiſſio- 
ners propoled and wfifted on, as appears by the Minutes, moved the Queſtion, 
Remove Alexander Bell (the other Commiſhoner from St. Andrews) from the Meeting 
or no; againſt which both the Commuſſtoners from Perth and Dundee, obje&ted that it 
was Irregular toput a Queſtion to remove him before they had read or conſidered his 
Commutlhon. And that it was incongruous to allow Capt. Erskine to vote in remo- 
ving the ſaid Alexander Bell, or in any Vote relating to his own Commiſſion ; but 
the Preles moſt arbitrarily put the Vote, and he and Capt. Erskine voted (Remove) 
The other two Commithonets voted (No) and then the Preſes taking the caſting 
Vote, and Voting (Remove) He pretended the Removes had carry it ; and there- 
fore he ordered the 14:4 Mr, Bell to withdraw, or that he otherwiſe would make him

be pulled out by Foxce ; npon winck the ſaid Mr, Bell did Remove, but proteſted 
that he was moſt Hegally removed, and that he as Commiſſioner tor St. Andrews, 
did Vote for Charles Lefly to be Member tor that Diftriet, 

Charles Leſly, Eiq, having provcuced a Commiflion from Cowpar, ſizned by the pre- 
ſent Magiſtrates and Town Council, to the Number of Eighteen, (the whole Councit 
conſiſting but or Twenty $1x) hikewite {:52ne1 by the Town Clerk, and having the 
cominon Scal of the Corporatiin aired thereto, he proteited, That lince his Com- 
miihon was trom the only acting and legal Magiſtrates, and Town Council 'To whom 
only the Sheritts Precept had been directed : And who only had bren in the actu 4 
and conſtant Polletiion of their relpective Ottices: And having «ll the other Solenmy- 
ties necellary, that therefore he only thou'd be receiv, and the other Commiſhon 
produced by James Ershive ſhould be Regecicd, 

The Committ.oners trom Perth and Dundee move;}, t!:at ſince Mr. Lefly's Commil< 
fion was fully as tormal as Capt. Erikine's Commiill:on from St. Andrew's, theretore 
1t ſhou'd be rumediate'y rece; ved. and Mr Leſly admitted to vote 11 the ſame Way 
and Marner as Capt #34; lad buen in his own Cafe, upon which they took Inſtru- 
ncOrs, 

Mr. Binny the Prefes, retuſed this Motion, and pretended to ſubmit the Valdity 
cf Mr. Leſfly's Commilium to a Vote, and to allow Capt. Erskine to vote therein. 

Againſt all which arbitrary and iNegal Proceedings of the ſaid Alexander Binny 
Pretes, the ſaid Robert Robertſcm, Commiſſioner from Verth ; Alexander Ferrier, 
Commithoner trom Duzdee, and the fait Charles Lefly, Commiſſioner frrm Compar, 
proteſted and declared, that tor prelerving the Rights and Priviledges oft theis 
reſpective Boroughs, they found themie; ve: oblig'd to chule a new Preles, and 
therctore t! er required Wiltam Dickſon, Ton Clerk of Forfar, to attend them 
as the Majority of the Lawtul Commiſhtoners, of otherwile, to deliver to them 
their leverg] Commuſons, Writings and Inſtruments produced by them, and the 
Minutes ot the Proceedings of rhat Meeting, which he refuſing to do, the iaid Com- 
mithoners finding the Town Houſe beſet with armed Men, and the tree Uſe thereof 
Te:uicd to them, they tound themiclves under 2 Neceflity to ſeparate, and to retire 
ta private Houle, where they regularly proceeded to the Choice of a Member of 
Par'12ment to repreſent that Diſtrict, and unanimonfly choſe Charles Leſly, Efq; 

$2 that upon the Face of the Minutes of Election, it will appear that Mr. Leſly 

the only duly Elected Member m eithey ot the three following Calcs ; 1/, Sup- 

e the Votes ot the inlifputed Coinmiſhioners be only admitted, then Mr. Lely 
the Majority, viz. Two to One. 2d, Suppoſe all the Commiſſioners named 
been allowed to Vote, then Mr. Leſfly h:d the Majority, viz, Four to Three. 

, Suppoſe the Merits of tne Election thon!d be fo far entered into as to determin 
the Matter of Right, with Reſpe& to the Ii/puted Commillicners, then it will 
appear that Mr. Leſly had likewiſe the Mayurity, viz. Vhree to 'T'wo at leaft, it 
not Four to One. 

Notwithſtanding of which the Sheriff made a double Return. 

Aid tho' the Clcrk of the prefiding Borough ſhould be tound to be the proper re- 
turning Officer, yet ſince the Injuſtice of his Return appears upon the Face of his 
own Minates, ready to be ſhown to rhe Houle, its hoped the Return wili be order d 
to be amended, as was one 1n the Caſe of Mr. AMwray and Mr, Campbell the Bes

Caerwys and Caergnrley, which Boroughs have an undoubted Righ it to fend 
one Member to Parliament. 
The Town of Flint has conſtantly been the Place of Election, and the two 
Bailiffs of Flint the Returning Officers, and the Poll has been always taken bv the 
Recorder of that Town, a ſworn Officer, and the Burgeſſes of the 11id ſeveral Bo- 
roughs have the Right of EleQting, and enjoyed tfuch Right ' without Interruption. 

In Flint and Overton there are two Sorts of Burgelles, viz. Some by Creation, 
called Sworn or Out-Burgcſles ; others, by inhabiting a the Borc agh, called 
Reſident-Burgeſfſes : But the other three Bor: 1ghs have Refident-Burgeſles only. 

At the laſt EleAion, Mr. Wynne and Salrsb:ry Lloyd, Elgq; ſtood Candid: ates, and 
the Bailiffs of Flint, who were the Returning Officers, were David ones and John 

ONES. 

The Eleftion began on Monday the 25th Day of Auguft laſt, at Flint, and every 
Burgeſs was ſtriftly examin'd to his Right of Voring, and afterwards Sworn thereto, 
unleſs his Right was allowed by both Candidates, which protrated the Foll to 
T hurſday the 31ft. 

During the Time of the Ele&ion, John Jones the Bailiff ſhewed great Par- 
tiality, and infiſted upon ſeveral Perſons being admitted to Poll for Mr. Lloyd, who 
had no Pretence of Right to Vote ; notwithſtanding which, when the Recorder caſt 
up the Book, the Number of Votes, including thoſe of the unqualihed Perſons 
that Polled for Mr. LLyd, were found to be thus; for

The Poll ſtanding thus, David Jones, according to his Duty, returned Mr. Hyne 
duly Ele&ed, but Joh: Fones, without knowing the Numbers, or defiring the Poll- 
Book to be caſt up, and without the leaſt Foundation of Ju tice, declared Mr. Lloyd 
to beduly Ele&ted, and an Indenture was produced by Jo" 5 Yones an Attorney, (who 
was Mr. Lloyd's Clerk to take the Poll) which he had brought i in his Pocket ready 
prepared ;. and thereupon Fohn ores the Bailiff, being laboured both by Promiſes 
and "Threats, returned Mr. Lloyd. 

Mr. Wye could not conceive, before Mr. Lloyd printed his Caſe, what he in- 
tended to ſuggeſt in Juſtification of this Return ; but it feems he objedts to the. 
Right of the Out or Sworn-Burgefſes. This ObjeQtion, 'tis picſumed, can have 
little Weight, ſince the Out-Burgeſles, as well as Refident-Burgeſles, have con- 
{tantly been admitted to Vote at all Ele&ions, nor has their Right been eyer once 
queſtioned. 

And if in this Caſe the Right of the Sworn or Out-Burgeſies ſhould be taken 
away, the Privileges of the Out-Burgeſles or Freemen in eyery Borough in Great=- 
Britain, may with equal Juſtice be wreſted from them, 

But though the Votes of the Out-Burgeſics ſhould be ſei afide, yer there wwll 
{ill remain a yery conſiderable Majority for Mr. //yme.

HE Right of Elections is in the Inhabitants, Houſholders, paying Scot and 
Lot. No other Inhabitants were ever Poll'd till many Years after the Re- 
ſtauration of K. Charles Il. 
Siace that Popvlace call'd Pot-wallers, who live as In-mates Three or 
Four in a Houſe, claim'd to Vote, and for being refuſed, have ſome times pulPd 
down Houſes, and committed other great Diſorders in the Borough; fo that to pre- 
ſerve the Peace of the Town, the Portreeves have ſometimes been forc'd to admit 
their Votes. But there never was, nor doth Sir Walter Tonge pretend there ever 
was from firſt to laſt, any one Return made otherwiſe than according to the Ma- 
jority of Scot and Lot. 

Note, That when theſe Outrages were committed, the preſent Sir Walter Tonge 
was EleQted per Scot and Lot, at Two ſeveral Elections in Oppoſition to Major Wal- 
rand who inſiſted on the Por-wallers, And Sir Walter, who has for many Years repre- 
ſented the Borough, has on all Occatlions declar'd the Right to be in the Scot and Lot, 
and conſtantly made it his chief Care and Buſineſs to get the Majority of them, and de- 
clar*d he ſhould always think himfſelt ſaſe when he had ſuch a Majority. 

Mr. Sheppard having that Majority hopes he has that Safety. 

Note, In 1689, and 1695 in the Caſes of Great Marlow and Shaftsbury, the Right 
of EleQtion was adjudged to be in Scot and Lot: And they had but one laſtance of 
any ſuch EleQioa ; as by the Journals. 

Ia 1628, inthe Caſe of Warwick; and in latter Parliaments, the Caſes of Southwark, 
Bridgwater, New-Windſor, Southampron, and divers others, where the Populace had 
frequently Voted, the Right of EleQtion always adjudged to be in Scot and Lot, 
when it came in Queſtion before the Honourable Houſe of Commons. 

In all theſe Caſes it was held, That a Uſage of ſuch Poor Perſons Voting for 
Repreſcntatives in Parliaments, was in it ſelf unreaſonable, and that it would be of 
dangerous Conſequence to commit to ſuch Poor Perſons the Elefions of Members 
- terve ia Parliament, as Guardians of the Laws and Liberties of the King- 

om. 

And therefore nothing but a Uſage altogether uninterrupted, has at any Time 
heretofore been allowed an Evidence to give ſuch Poor Perſons as did not pay 
Scot and Lot, a Right of Voting, 

But in the Caſes of Reading, Abingdon, and others, the Ele&ions were reſtrain'd 
to Scot and Lot, altho' the Populace at large had always before Voted without 
Objection. 

Note, No longer ago than 1n 1708, when Sir Fo-r Elwill oppog'd Sir Walter Yonge, 
anc! was generally agreed to have a Mojority of the Populace; and thereupon talk'd 
of Petitioning againſt Sir Walter, Then Sir Walter ſaid, That Scot and Lot was the 
Right; but now he having not a Majority of them, now Populace is the Right: $0 
the Right of EleCtion (it it be as Sir Walter wou'd have it) is cither the one or the 
other Way, as it beſt ſerves his Purpoſe, 

But it is Humbly Hoped, That fiace in the preſent Caſe; the Right has always 
been 11 Scot and Lot only, Por-ra/ers Poll'd only for Quietneſs ſake; and ſince Sir 
Waiter Yonge himſelt has been ſeveral Times choſen by the Scot and Lot, in Oppo- 
lition to the Por-Wallers, and has from Time to Time declar'd that to be Right. 


It is humbly hoped this Flonourable Flouſe will continue 
this Ancient Rizht in the Scot and Lot only,

ONITON is a Borough by Preſcription, but ſent no Members 
to Parliament from the Reign of King Edward I. to the year 


1640. when it was revived, and at that time William Pole and 
Walter Tonge Eſquires were EleQed by all the Inhabitants 
Houſekeepers, commonly called Potwallers, not receiving Alms. 

In the Year 1661. there was a Conteſt and Poll at the EleCtion for the 
{aid Borough, and all the ſaid Potwallers were allowed to Poll. 

Upon the Diſſolution of that Parliament in February 1678.- Sir Walter 
Tonge (the Petitioner) was EleQted with Sir Thom,zs Part in the like 
manner, and no objection made to the Right of Ele&ing, tho? there 
was then a Conteſt and Poll. 

In the two ſucceeding Parliaments the Petitioner Sir Walter Tonge was 
likewiſe Elected in the fame manner. 

In the ſecond year of King W:iliam and Queen Mary, Sir William Drake - 
and Sir Walter Tonge were Elected in the like manner by the Potwallers, 
and ſo rhey have been in every Parliament fince, without any objection 
made to the Right of Election, tho? there have beea ſeveral Conteſts and 
Polls within that time, particularly in the Twelfth year of King William, 
when upon the Petition of W:/zam Courtney Elq; againſt Sir Walter Tonge, 
the Right of EleCtion for the ſaid —_ was agreed to be in the Pot- 
wallers not receiving Alms, as appears by the Report of the Committee. 

In the Year 1705. there was likewiſe a Conteit and Poll, and all the 
Potwallers Voted in the ſame manner, and the Return was made ac- 
cordingly by John Walter, then Portreeve of the faid Borough, who hath 
now made this Special Return. | 

At the Ele&tion for this preſent Parhament, all the Inhabitants, Pot- 
wallers, were Polled in the ufual manner, and no objection was made by 
the other Candidate Mr. Sheppara, or any other Perſon, againſt any of 
the Voters , as not paying Scot and Lor, but only whether they were 
Houſekeepers? And ſeveral Perſons offering their Votes for Mr. Shep- 
pard affirmed they were Houſekeepers, and as fuch that they had as 
good Votes as wy in the Borough; and the Portreeve declared the 
ſame, and allowed all to Poll without diſtinction, that did not receive 
Alms. 

At the Cloſe of rhe Poll it appearing that Sir Walter Tonge had a great 
majority, Mr. Sheppard demanded a Scrutiny, and faid he did it for 
this only Reaſon, That he might have a fight of the Poor Books, to ſee 
if any had PolPd who receiv'd Alms; whereupon a Scrutiny was ap- 
pointed for the next Morning, when upon examining the Poll it ap- 
pear'd, that Sir Walter Tonge had a majority of Fifty four. Mr. Sheppard 
declin*d going into a Scrutiny, and ſtarted a new Pretence, never at- 
remprted or heard of before in that Borough, {wviz. ) That none have a 

| Right to Vote but ſuch as pay Scot and Lot only; and under that pre- 
tence the Portreeve refuſed ro declare the Ele&tion, and about Ten or 
Eleven Days afterward he took upon him to make this Special Return, 
ro the manifeſt Injury of the faid Sir Walter Tonge, and of the Righttul 
Electors of the faid Borough,

The CASE of the Fledtion of Kinroſs, 
in Anſwer to the Petition. { 


HE beſt Anſwer can be offer'd to this Petition, is to give a ſhort and ingenious 
Account of the whole Procedure jn thut EleRion; and to the end that ſuch as are 
unacquainted with the Laws of EleQtion in Scotland, may be able to make a Judg- 
ment. 

It's to be underſtood, that by the ACt of Parliament in Scotland, Arno 16$1, intitPd, AF con- 
cerning tie Elettion of Commiſſioners for Shires, The Freeholders in each Shire are Ordain'd and 
Authoriz d ro mcet and make up a Roll of all ſuch Perſons as ſhall jnſtrutt before them, that 
they are poſſeſs'd of all theſe Qualities, which the ſame A requires, to intitle them to have 
a Vote in EleCtions; which Roll is to contain the Names and Deſignations of the Perſons, and 
expre's the Extent or Valuation of their Lands; and to be the only Roll of Freeholders, ca- 
pable to Elect, or be Elected : But may be Revigd, Alter'd and Amended at any AMichaelmas 
Head Court, aud at all Elections by the Freeholders, Inroll'd as they ſhall ſee juſt Cauſe ; and the 
Return is to be made upon the Majority of the Freeholders InrolPd only. 

By the Authority of this Act, the Sitting-Member and other Two Gentlemen (deſign'd in the 
Petition, the Sheriff and his Depute) were laroll'd at the laſt Michae/mas Head Court ; as appears 
by an Extra of the Minntes of lorollmeat, and another Extra of the Roll it ſelf. 

This being done Ten or Twelve Days before the EleRion, theſe Gentlemen who were reſoly'd* 
to oppoſe the Sitting-Member, had no other Way left but to bring in all the Votes they could get, 
Good or Bad, if pollible, by this Means to oblige the Clerk of the Ele&ion (who is the return- 
ing Officer) to make his Return upon this Majority, in Favour of their Friend ; and ſuch indeed 
was their Pinch, that they could not prevail with any who had a good Right to ſtand, © it 
fell to the Petitioner's Share to be the Candidate, tho? he has no Vote in that Shire. 

All the Votes that could be brought to the Meeting were Five; a Number, tho? ſina!l, yet ſuf- 
ficient to out Number Three Of. theſe Five, it ſhall be made appear evidently at the Bar, that 
One or Two at moſt can inſtruQ their Title to Vote. 

he Meeting, being conſtitute, and the Preſes and Clerk choſen by the Votes of the Freeholders, 
Inroll'd as the atoreſaid Act directs, the ſeveral Gentlemen who pretended to have Right to Vote, 
gave in their Claims in order to be Inroll'd : The Petitfoner and his Friends in the firſt Place, and 
thereafter others, who gave their Votes ior the Sitting-Member. Theſe Claims were receiv'd 
one after another, and the Freeholders lnroll'd, examia'd the Inſtruftions thereof, and gave their 
Judgment diſtinctly on every one of theni, and their Authority for ſo Coing was fo far from being 
objeted againſt, that it was never fo much as queſtion'd. 

That their-may not be any Grouad left to ſuſpe& the Freeholders Inroll'd of Parttality, in not 
admitting the Petitioner, or auy of iis Friends to be laroll'd, it will be neceſlary ro proceed in the 
Hiſtory of this Elettion. 

The firſt who gave in his Claim, in order to be Inroll'd, was Sir Larrence Mercer of Aldie, 
who having produc'd no Writs to inſtrut the ſame, was rejected. 

The Second was the Petitioner, whoto inſtruQ his Claim, produc'd a Retour, whereby it did 
appear, that'the half Lands of Byze, were 20 fh. of old Extent, and another halt Lands of Byre, 
together with ſeveral other Lands, (to which he declar'd he had no Right) were [. 3. of old Ex- 
tent. He produc'd no Writ to inſtruct, that theſe Two half Lands of Bye belong'd to him ; and 
his Argument for proving the Second half Lands of Byne to be a 20 ſh. Land, becauſe the Firſt 
was ſo, was not thought good ; but that he muſt inſtru& the Second half Lands to be a Third 
Part of all theſe Lands, which together are extended to /. 3. and in fa&t it ſhall now be made ap- 
pear, that it is only about a Fourth Part, 

The Third was Jo'm Halliday of Tillibole, Elder, who, for inſtruftiag his Claim, produc'd a 
Charter, whereby it did appear, that he ſtood infeſt in the Lands of Bridglands for Life, as alſo a 
Retokr, whereby it did appear, that theſe Lands held few of the Crown for Payment of /. 7. and 
other Scrvices ; but the Extent not appearing diſtin from the few duty as the Law requires, and 
theſe Lands being only /. 30. of valu'd Rent, he was not admitted to be Inrolld. 

The Fourth was John Halliday of Tillibo!e, Younger, who for inſtructing of his Claim, produc'd 
a Charter, whereby it did appear, that the Baronny of T:/l;bole belong'd to him ; as alſo a Xe- 
row, whereby it did appear, that this Baronny was /. 5. of old Extent ; but not having produc'd 
a Seaſin thereby to inſtruct, that he ſtood publickly iafeſt in theſe Lands, as the Law requires, he 
could not be admitted. 

The Fifth was Robert Malcolme, Son to the Petitioner, who for inſtruQting of his Claim, pro- 
duc*d a Charter and Seaſin, whereby itdid appear, that he ſtood publickly inteſt in a Fourth Part 
of the Lands of Bla:y Cramberh, a Fourth Part of the Lands of XKirnaird, and one half of the 
Lands of Drim loch rornoch, which Lands he ſaid ſtood in the valuation Rolls tor 1, 400. Theſe be- 
ing call'd for, the whole Lands of Bla/r Crambeth ſtood valu'd to 1, 80. but none of the other Laads 


appear'd, upon which he was not admitted. 
There- 


Thereafter otber Four Perſons, who Voted for the Sitting-Member, gave in their Claims, but 
none of them being inſtructed, 81l were rejected. 

Thus all the Claims having been found not ſafficiently inſtructed, on of the Gentlemen was 
pleagd to make the following ObjeQtons againſt theſe Three who were lnroll'd. 

The Firſt was againſt Sir Fobn Bruce, as being Sheriff, which it's believ'd is an Objection of ſo 
little Weight, in a Scotch Election at leaſt, that it needs not here be anſwer'd, 

The next is againſt James Xarnkin of Coldun, becauſe his Charter which bears his Land to be a 
40 p. Land of old Extent, being recent, might be ſuſpected of Coliuſion. To this it's anſwer'd, 
That Suſpicion 15 no Proof; but the ObjeQor miſtook the Caſe, for this Extent is prov?d by a 
Retour above Thirty Years 014}, and not by a Charter. 

The Third is agaialſt the Sitting-Member, that he poſſeſſes theſe Lands by which he Vores, in 
troſt for the bchoof of ayother, If this Objection is infiſted in, it ſhall meet with all SatisfaRion, 

Thereafter the Freeholders InrolPd, being Sworn 1n the uſual Manner, the Petitioner, and Eight 
more (whole Claims were not found good as has been Narrated) deſir'd to be Sworn likewiſe, that 
they might give their Votes cum periculo, which being done, the Three Freeholders Inroll'd and 
Four more gave their Votes for the Sitting-Member, and the other Five gave their Votes for the 
Petitioner, 

This is a trve Account of the Procedure of that EleQion, being indeed little elſe than an Ab- 
ſtract of the Minutes thereof, which when fully conſider'd, will appear to have been one of the 
faireſt ever has been in Scotland, as being exaQtly in the Terms of the Law in all its Parts, and ac- 
quicſed to as ſuch inevery Circumſtance by the Petitioner and all the Freeholders preſent. 

After all this, it's very hard to find out the Reaſons which mov's the Petitioner in ſo angry a 
Manner to-charge his Friends as guilty of open and barefac'd Prattiſes to the Diſcouragement of all 
honeſt Men, and the endangering the Corftitutions of Parliament, 

That theſe Three Freehelders Iirol”d bad no Right to Vote, is indeed very boldly affirm?d, but will 
never be made good, 

That theſe proteſted againſt the Petitioner and his Friend:, 1s true, and it's hop'd the Crime. is 
pardonable, if it's faund they had good Reaſon ſo to do, 

That they aſſumed the ſole Authority »f judging who ſhould be admitted into the Roll, and who not, is 
likewiſe true; and in this they had not only the Law for their Warraut, but the Concurrence of 
the Petitioner and all his Friends. 

That the Petitioner and his Four Friends have the only unqueſtionable Votes, is utterly deny'd. 

That they did proteſt and miſt upon their Right and Privilege of Voting, is true, and fo did other 
Four who Voted for the Sittiag-Member, but none of them having inſtructed that Right, none of 
them were laroll'd, 

That the Sheriff was Preſer, is true, becauſe the Freeholders eleted him Preſes. 

That he kad Aurhoyity over the Clerk, if true, can be no Imputation on him, becauſe the Clerk was 
the Choice of the Frecholders, and not of the Sheriff. 

That by th.5 Autherity over the Clerk, Three Barkrupts and a Presbyterian Miniſter were admitted to 
Vote, is an Ailcrtion as ridiculous as it is injurious; for in the firſt Place neither Preſes nor Clerk 
have any Authority there, except what they have from the Freeholders; and in the next Place, nei- 
ther the Preſes nor Clerk, nor Freeholders, even taken as a Collective Body, have any Authotity 
to debar any Perlon from Voting who has a mind to Vote cam periculo, If they had, the ſame Au- 
thority, wovld have had the ſame Reaſon to have debarr'd the Petitioner and his Friends from Voting, 

That by theſe Four Lame and Unwarrantable Votes, the Return is pretended to be juſtified, is a very 
lameand ill-grounded Suppoſition. For the Return is made upon the Majority of the Freeholders 
Inroll'd only, without regard either to theſe Four Votes, or the Votes of the Petitioner and his 
Friends: And fo far was it from the Sitting-Member's Thought to juſtific his Return upon theſe 
Fow Votes, that he proteſted againſt every one of them himſelf.

THAT the major Part, if not all, of the ſaid 24 new Freemen did 
ligna' ContraQt,” 'before they were admitted to be mfde Free, engaging 
themſelves to Vote for' rhe {aid Mr. Burridge, in the enſuing Election 
of Members to ſerve in Parliament ; and in Caſe his Eleftion ſhould be 
made Void, to Vore for him again. 


THAT the Boroughof Lyme-Regis was antient Demeaſne Lands 
of the Crown, and that the Freeholders have often voted for Members 
to ſerve in Parliament, as appears by ſeveral antient and modern Returns :

T he Petitioner Complains of Illegal and Arbitrary Proceedings of the Vianders at the EleCtion ; 
and of an Undue Return manifeſtly Injurious to the Petitioner. 


P ON the Day of the Eleftion, the Electors (who are agreed to be thoſe who have Freehold in the Borough, tho they 
live out of the Borough, and Inhabitants in the Borough paying Scott and Lot) met at the uſual place ; and the end 
of their meeting being made known to them by the Vyanders, a great number of the EleQtors demanded to be Polled 
for the Petitioner ; but the Vyander adjourned the Poll to a private Houſe, where the doors were ſhut againſt all who 
who offerd to Vote for the Petitioner; nor were they admitted, but with ſome diſturbance, and after much 
delay. 4 

When the Poll was taken, SEvExnTY Two Voted for the Petitioner, and only TxixTY NiXE for the Sitting Member; 
and the Petitioner and the EleQors deſiring Mr. Morrice (one of the Vyanders) to declare the Eleftion 3 he anſwer d, he would delare 
it when he would, where he would, and for whom he would ; and then withdrew to his Nephew's Houſe in another County ; where, - with 
the other Vyanders only, and' without any of the Electors privity or Signing the Indenture (contrary to the conſtant praQtiſe) they 
made a Return for the Sitting Member; neither did the Vyanders ever declare to the Borough whom they had Returned. 

Thus Mr. Mcrrice made good his Arbitrary Declaration ; and Wiliam 1ſbel (the other Vyander, a poor Man, and abſolutely ma- 
naged by Mr. Morrice) being ask'd how he dard to make that Return ? faid /t was only a Money Matter, that Mr. Morrice would ſave 
him harmleſs, aud had given him a Bond of 19001. to Indemnifie him, 

All this was proved by Mr. HorweZ Clerk of the Peace for the County of Cormwal/; and can be atteſted by Mr. Cary, and: 
Mr. Manaton, two of the Members of this Honourable Houſe. 

Mr. Merrice, to give ſome colour to this foul practiſe, having denied the Petitioner a Copy, and a Scrutiny of the Poll, when regu» 
larly and duly demanded ; about four days after the Election and Return, ſent the Petitioner a Paper containing the Names of the 
Peritioner's Electors, with Exceptions to all but Nixe of them, as if they were not qualified ; and upon this Scheme the Sitting Mem- 
ber detended himſelf, before the Honourable Committee of EleCtions. 

But the Petitioner conceives he then tully juſtified all his Votes but ErcyTeen at the moſt, (and thoſe were Inhabitants) which 
being deducted, his Number will be FirTy Four. And the Petitioner did then diſqualifie FirTeEN 'of the Sitting Member's Votes, 
which reduced his Number to TwenTY Four ; ſo there remains a Majority on the Petitioner's ſide of TayixTY, as the Petitioner 
Conceives, and hopes will appear to this Honourable Houſe, by the Report from the ſaid Committee. 

The Return therefore is evidently falle, and the Petitioner thereby wronged ; and he hopes that he ſhall be adjuged to be duly 
EleQted, notwithſtanding the Endeavours uſed to Incapacitate him upon the pretence of Bribery, or Treating. 

The Bribery and Treating pretended, is attempted to be proved by one Hicks, who ſays that Mr. Foſter brought him Hulf a Crow 
from Colonel Specott, and defired his Vote for the Petitioner : That a great Entertainment of Punch was made at Mr. Horwell's, when. 
Mr. Prideaux was preſent, and Sollicited for Votes : That a Treat was at Mr. Foſter's, but he does not fay who was preſent at it : That 
he drew Ale for #1 twenty Perſons; and that Mr. Foſter told him if he would truſt for 10s. worth, Mr. Horwell would pay it. 

One Rattenbury ſays, That Pepperell told bim, that if he would not Vote for the Petitioner, he ſhould loſe a pair of Gloves. 

As to the Evidence of Rattenberry, that is only hear-ſay, and can no way affect the Petitioner, 

To the Evidence of Hicks, the Petitioner by his Witneſſes 'has given *this Ctis hoped clear and convincing) Anſwer. By Glanville 
and Xittowe (both Men of good: Credit) That Hicks is now Servant to Mr. Morrice, by whom he ſaid he ſhould get more than by the Pe- 
titioner : That Hicks ſaid he would ſay any thing rather than Mr. Strattord /hould loſe the Elefion, becauſe Colonel Speccott had taken away 
his Gun, and Mr. Horwell had Sued him fince the Elefion, That he had declared he never had any Order from the Petitioner to draw 
any Drink,

About Two Hours after, Sheriff Havers went to Sheriff Nall to Unſeal and Deliver the Books to proper Clerks 
and Inſpettors, but before that Sherift all had broke up the Seals, and afterwards delivered the Books tos the 
_ Clerks, who wrote them, without ſetting any InſpeRtors over them, though deſired fo to do by Sheriff 

auers, 

The next Day all Parties met, and Copies of the Books were delivered in Order to the Scrutiny ; but Mr. Davy's 
Scrutineers would not Proceed until the Man who came the Day before, was entred into the Poll-Book* 
Afrting it was agreed too at laſt meeting , which Mr. Thacker, and his Scrutineers, denied otherwiſe than as be- 
fore recited ; _ Demanded that the Scrutiny might go on ; But Mr. Davy, and his Friends, Prevailed with 
Sheriff Nell to Declare Mr. Car, and Mr. Davy ducly Elected, which was done Accordingly.

OF theſe 32 Minſter Pollers, Six appeared, to have been entire 
Strangers, and the remaining Number were made up of the Dean and fix 
Prebends of the Cathedral Church, and their Tenants, Under-Tenants and 
Servants; ſo that as all the Houſes in the Minſter belong to the Dean 
and Prebends, it 1s apprehended to eſtabliſh ſo extraordinary a Pretence 
as is ſet up in the preſent Caſe, would be in Efte& to transfer the 
Right of Ele&ions to them from the whole Corporation, fince they 
may multiply the Number of ſuch Voters at Pleaſure, and more than 
balance the Scot and Lot Inhabitants, by letting in any indefinite Num- 
ber of Strangers upon a Pinch, as there is no other Qualification re- 
quired for conſtituting ſuch a Minſter Voter, than a bare Reſidence 
within the ſaid Liberty.

NOTE, The Charters above-recited, the Burgeſs's Oath to be contributo- 
ry, and the Matter of the Out-Burgeſſes being Contributors, with the Inha- 
biting-Burgeſſes, and likewiſe the twenty-one Returns above-mentioned, were 
not Liven in Evidence when the Reſolution was made, 7 Anne ; and when 
the two Returns, 1 Marie, and 2 & 3 Phil & Marie were made, the Town of 
Shrewsbury was half Abbey-Lands, and all Endeavours were at thoſe times 
uſed ro pack Parliaments to bring in Popery. And the Town-Records at that 
time are loſt, otherwiſe no doubt but it would have appeared, that foreign 
BurgeJes voted at thoſe Eleftions ;, for it appears by all the Records now 
extant, that al! Burgeſſes have been conſtantly aſſembled to elef} Members to 
Parliament ; and it 1s the Uſage of this preſent time, before the opening of

the Petitioners. 

That finding he could not get a Majority of Votes for the Petitioners, he 
called a Houſe-Meeting ; and, without ſhewing ary Precedent, procured a 
Majority of the Houſe to join with him in making az Order for him and 
fix others, moſt of them Agents, the reit Friends of the Petitioners, to be a 
Committee tor making of new Burgeſſcs, without limiting what Number 
ſhould be made, or =. Ah Fines ſhould be paid : And according the Mayor, 
to the great Prejudice of the Revenue and Rights of the dncient Burgeſſes, 
has recorded 138 Perſons admitted and ſworn Burgeſles, moſt Foreigners, and 
Tenants to a very near Relation of the Petitioners, upon the Payment of Six 
Pounds Fine ; and refuſed Perſons who he thought Friends ro the Sitting 
Members, though they tendered each Ter Pounds and Fees, declaring he 
would not admit one Perſon a Burgeſs on that Side. 

That he received the Precept from rhe Sheriff on Morzday the 19th of March 
in the Evening; and tho' he might have deterred the Ele&tion till after the 
Aſſizes, yet at 8 of the Clock that very Night, he gave Notice for the Elec- 
tion to begin in the Guild-Hall upon Saturday in the Afſizt-Week, bein 
Market-Day, Eafter-Ere, and one of the bulieſt Days of all che Aſſizes; an 
took the Poll-in the ſaid Gui/d-Hall, being the Place where one of the Judges 
uſually ſat, and near the Court where the other Judge fat almoſt all the time 
of the Election. That conſequeatly there were greater Crowds of Peo- 

le aſſembled about the Court zhar uſual : And thele Crowds were increaſed 
1 the Mayor's picking out the Friends of the Peritioners from all Parts of 
the Courr, as long as they had any to Poll, he per:mptorily refuſing to Poll 
the Burgeſles indifferently zhro' the Bar in tbe uſual manner. - All 
which Proceedings were contrived with an Intent (as the Sitting Members 
believe) ro create Tumults, and for a Pretence to juftify himſelf for cloſing the 
Poll, which the Sitting Members apprehended he kad a Delign to do, always 
keeping the Petitioners firſt in the Poll ; yet there was not rhe leaſt Diſtur- 
bance happened to hinder the carrying on the Poll: and when it was cloſed, 
the Mayor would not then ſtay ro make the Retura, but adjourned the Court 
till next Day, then declared the Sitting Members daly Ele&ed, and accordiog- 
ly did return them.

| appeared as Candidates with Seven or Eight Hundred Horle, and a great Number 
the Inhabitants on Foot, at St. Margaret's £1 in the ſaid Berough, where ſoon atter, 
tir George Meggott came with about Fifty Three Horſe, and preſſing haſtily into the 
Crowd occaſioned ſome Buſtle among the Horſes, but no further Diſorder or any Blows 
enſued, | 

2. Afterwards the Bayliff read the Precept, and notwithſtanding the ſmall Appearance 
of Sir George's Friends, in Compariſon with the Friends of the Sitting Members, Sir George 
demanded a Pe// rather to create Trouble and Charge to the gorough and other Candidates, 
than from any hopes ot being EleCted himſelf ; fo the Bailiff adjournee, in order to a Po!l, 
to St. George's Church, at 7hree of the Clock of the ſame Day. 

3. Before which time Sir George in his Coach came to the Po/ling-place with a Parcel of 
Men with Clubs in their Hands, and mc<cting with a Number of the [rhabitants, who 
were there waiting for the opening of the Pe/,, Sir George's Coachman endeavoured to 
drive-over and whiped ſeveral of the /nhabirants at leaſt Twenty times, which occaſioned 
a Fray, and the Coachman and ofher Aſſailavts of Sir George's ſide were beaten, but the 
Fray was over betore the Bailiff, or either of the other Candidates came into St. George's 
Pariſh, purſuant to the ſaid Adjour-mene.

4. Aſter which Fray, and before rhe Po? began, the Three Candidates being ſeated by 
the Bailiff, appointed and agreed on 3 Pe/-books, and 3 Clerks to take the Poll, and Supers 
wiſors to each Book,and Articles were then allo drawn up for the Methodizing the faid Pol/, 
which were agreed to, and figned by all the Candidates, and duly obſerved during the 
whole Poll. 

5. St. George's Church is a Po/ling-place always uſed for ſuch Ele;ons, and convenient 
Seats were there built for the Candidates the Bailiff and his Clerks, tor comodious taking 
ſo great a Po//; but on the ſecond Day, alter the /habitants of that part of the Borough 
had po/ed, the faid Poll was adjofirned to the other convenient and cuſtomary Place, called 
the Artillery-Ground in St. Olave's Pariſh, and Seats were there alſo afterwards built, and 
the Pol fairly and quietly carried on and ended, when no more Perſons came to Poll.

6. it is 
provided that noge have Vote in choofing Commiſſioners for Shires ro Parlia- 
ment, but fuch as have a forty Shilling Land of old Extent holding of thc King. 
1631, King Charles the Firſt, by a Charter under the Grear Seal of Scotland, crect- 
ed ſeveral Lands particularly mentioned into a Shire, by the Name of the Shire 

of Sutherland, and Rey gave Power to the free Barons and others, Inhabi- 

rants within the fame, /Liberis Baronibus aliiſque Inhabitantibus) to name 

Commiſſioners ro Parliaments and Conyentions as other Shires did, 

This Charter was ratified and confirmed in Parliament. 

Commiſſioners for Shires to Parliament, were entitled ro be paid their Charges 
by the Frecholders of the refpeQtive Shires, and by all the Heritors within the 
ſame, not being Noblemen or their Vaſſals; and an Act having been made in 
the Parliameur Anyq 1641, for the more effetual levying ſuch Charges, it ap- 
pearing that in the Shire of Sutherland there were very tew Freeholders, who 
conſequently would have beep hcayily burdened with this Afﬀeſſment, a particu- 

. lar Act was paſs'd, direQing the Charges of the Commiſſioners for Sutherland 
to be levied proportionably upon all and ſundry the Heritors, wherher they be 
Freeho/ders holding their Lands of the King m# Capzte, or Vaſlals holding ofany 
other Superiour.

By the ſame AQ, Proviſion is made for leyying rhe Commiſſioner's Charges, 
Viz. That the whole Freeholders, Heritors and Liferenters holding of the King 
and Prince, ſhall proportionably be lyable ro the Payement of the ſaid Charges, 
with an Exception of Noblemep and their Vaſſals, 

And a general Regulation is made for the number of Days Charges that are to 
be allowed ro Commiſſioners for their Journey to and from Parliament ; by which 
ir is provided, that to the Commiſſioners for rhe moſt remote Shires, ſuch as 
Caithneſs and Sytherland, an Allowance for eight Days ſhall be made. 

In Anno 1681 a Law was made, for regulating "the Right and Manner of Ele- 
Qion in all the Shires and Stewarrics of the Realm, which has continued to be 
che Standard down tg thjs Hour, and has been referred to and explained by the 
Union A& and Lews that have fince been made. 

By this A no Perſon was capable to Ele& or be Eleed for any Shire or 
Stewartric, which was in uſe ro be repreſented in Parliaments or Conventions, 
but be who was Infeft and in Poſſeffion in Property or Superiority of a forty 
Shilling Land of old Extent, or of Lands of fo  Handred Pounds Scots valued 
Rent, holding of the Kipg or Prince.

That the ſaid Meeting ſhall determine upon ſuch Queſtions as may ariſe in ſer- 
tling the ſaid Roll by Majority of Votes of the Perſons who ſtand enrolled. 

Ar the late EleQtion for the Shire of Sutherland, the Sitting Member percciy- 
ing. that a clear Majority would be againſt him, prevailed with the Deputy Sher- 
riff to aſſume a Power of mg Liſt or Roll of Electors, which was by 
Starute the proper Buſineſs of the Freeholders, and in this Liſt were enrolled 
thirty nine Perſons, without any Regard of their Qualification in Point of Elc- 
Qtions whereof twenty four were in the Sitting Member's Intereſt, and no more 
than fifteen in the Perirtioney's. 

The Ule made of this Liſt or Roll ſo formed was, that when any Objefion 
was made on the Petitioner's Part which touched the Right of EleCtion, it was 
by a Majority over-ruled, and when any Perſon in his Intereſt came to claim a 
Vote, he was by the ſame Majority rejected. 

The firſt ObjeAtion made by the Petitioner, ſtruck at 23 of the Sitting Mem- 
ber's Vorers; viz. That they were not Tenants of the Crown, or Frecholders 
infefr, and poſſcls'd of Lands of the Extenr, and to the Value required by the 
AQt 1681; wherefore they were incapable to Ele, or be EleQed. 

The Anſwcr on the Part of the _ Member was, that by the Charter ec- 
re&ing the Shire of Sutherland, as explained by the abovementioned Act 1641, 
concerning Commiſſioner's Charges, the Vaſſals of ſubje& Superiors, as well as 
the Vaſſals of the Crown, were entitled tro Ele, and that ſuch Right was pre- 
ſerved to them by conſtant practice, the ſubſequentgeneral Laws notwithſtanding. 

Concerning this it appears 1*, that che Charters 163x gives no Coulour to 
the Sitting Members Pretence ſince the right of EleQion given Liberris Baron. 
bus aliiſque inhabitantibus, mult be underſtood in a conſiſtency with the 
Laws of the Realm, to have been no more than Barons. who are properly 
ſuch and others who held Lands not erected into a Barony, of the Crown. 

24, The Act 1641 concerning Commiſſioners Charges is very conſiſtent with 
this Explication, becauſe there might be and aCtually were at the time Free- 
holders enough to repreſent the County, tho' the Commiſſioners Charges 
might be grievous to them. 

24y, As this At 1641 was expreſily repealed by the Parliament 1661, fo 
a general Rule which doubtleſs regards the Shire of Sutherland as to: the 
pay ment of Commiſſioners fees was induced, whereby the Kings tenents only, 
with an expreſs exception as to Noblemen and their Vaſſals were burdened 
with thoſe Charges. 

4*y, And by the fame Act, as well as by the At 1681 and the ſubſequent 
Laws, a general regulation is made over all the Shires and Stewartries of 
the Realm, that none bur fuch as hold of the King  Capzte ſhall be ca- 
pable to ele or be elected. 

So that tho” it ſhould be admitted for argument's ſake that in the Year 1631 
or 1641 the Vaſſals in the Shire of Sutherland had any ſuch Right or Privi- 
ledge, yet if the repeated general Laws that fince have been made in pro- 
per Words comprizing (and by no Words excepting) the Shire of Suther- 
land, have any force it is impoſſible to imagine that any other than the Kings 
Tenants have a right to Elect or be EleQed in that Shire.

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Effet of the Publick Law; ſince it cannot be pretended that any Judgment was 
ever given in Conformity to it. 

Taking ir then for granted that the publick Law takes place over the Shire of 
Sutherland, 23 Voters of the Sitting Members 24 are ſtruck off from him, he 
himfelf ſtands diſqualified, as holding no Lands in that Shire of the Crown, and 
the Poll will ſtand thus 

For the Petitioner —— — .— 4 
For the Sitting Member, who is himſelf diſqualified 'Þ 

Again, though it ſhould be allowed that the Shire of Sutherland is lo far 
exccmed from the Force of the publick Law, that the Vaſſals of Subjects have as 
good Right to yote-in it, as the Vaſſals of the Crown have over the reſt of the 
Realm, yet ſurely it cannot be pretended that eyen thoſe Vaſſals of SubjeRs can be 
allowed ro yore upon /e/s, or more imperfetF Qualifications than the Tenants of 
the Crown in other Shires. The Law then having required that cyen the King's 
Vaſſals ſhould have a 40 Shilling Land of Old Extent, or 400/. Scots valued 
Rent, it ſeems to be certain that the Vaſſals of Subjeas in Sutherland, who 
have not Lands of that Value or Extent, are not capable of EleCting, or being 
Elc&ted. : 

And if this is the Caſe, the Sirting Member is himſelf not qualified, having 
Lands only of 78 /. 16s. Scots valued Rent; and the whole Number of Voters 
qualified by the Extent or Valuation aforeſaid, whether holding of the Crown, 
or of ſubject Superiors are 9, whereof 

For the Petitioner —— 6 
For the Sitting Member, who is himſelf not qualified, 3 

Again, if it could be ſuppoſed that even this Reaſoning ſhould not hold, bur 
that a SubjeQ's Vaſlal in Sutherland, pollcis'd of the leaſt Parcel of Ground ima- 
ginable, ſhould be capable of EleQng, yer ſtill che AA above recired of the 
rweltth of the Queen, concerning the Nature of Rights which ſhall nor cntitle 
to Votes, muſt haye Force in this County ; that Statute enaQts, that no Perſon 
ſhall be entitled ro yore upon any redeemable Right, except proper Wadfers, &c. 
And in the Terms thereof an Objeion was made upon the, Part of the Peritio- 
ner, againſt 15 of the 24 Voters enrolled fox the Sitting Member, which reduces 
their Numbers to 9; whereas no ObjeQtion was made againſt any more than 2 
of the Voters inrolled for the Pctitiontr; ſo that if this Objection hold, che 
Numbers upon the Poll will ſtand

As the Sicting Member had originally formed his Deſign to carry the Return 
by great Numbers of diſqualified Voters, divers of the Petitioner's Friends who 
were under the like Qualifications appeared at the Meeting, with the Rights and 
Titles of their Eſtates in their Hands, to claim their Votes on the ſame footing 
with the other Perſons that the Under Sheriff had enrolled. But there being a 
clear Majority (as has been aboye taken Notice of) for the Sitting Member in 
the Roll formed by the Sheriff, choſe Perſons who appeared to vote for the Pe- 
ritioner, in Number 13, were ſeverally rejeQted, and ſeverally render'd their 
Vores for the Petitioner under Form of Inſtrument. 

So that if the Sitting Member ſhall pretend that none of the EleQtion Laws of 
Scotland take place in Sutherland, but that every Heritor, without Diſtintion 
of Qualification is entirled to vote; then adding theſe 13, who on that Sup- 
poſition were illegally rejeed, to the 15 Perſons enrolled who voted for the 
Petitioner, the Poll will come out thus.

A'T the late EleQion, by the Encouragement of Mr. Maynard, then Mayor, 
Mr. Hayward, Mr. Coax, and Mr. Grauat, Capital Burngefſes (Managers and 
Agents for the Sitting Members) great Numbers oi Lodgers, Apprentices, 
Minors, and Strangers (brought in on purpole) Alms-Men, and other Perſons 
receiving Charity, were admitted to Poll for the Sitting Members to ſecure 
a Majority. 


DIVERS charitable Gifts, in the Diſpoſal of the Corporation, were 
diſtributed among the Sitting-Members Vorers, ro engage them in their 
[atereſt: 


SEVERAL Perſons were tefuſed their Votes for the Petitioners, tho? 
others, under the like Circumſtances, were admitted for the Sitting Members; 
and great Numbers were alſo polled for the Sitting Members, who had 
offer'd their Service to the Petitioners, and were refuſed by them, as know- 
ing them not to be good Yores.

Upon the hearing the Petition, it was agreed on both ſides, that by Inhabitants were meant 
thoſe who were legal Inhabitants, or had Right of Inhabirancy, thar is, ſuch as were Pa- 
riſhioners either by Birth or Legal Settlement; and no Man's Vote was admitted on either ſide, 
but upon the Pretence of that Right: And the then Parliament proceeded upon this toor, ha- 
ving rejeted the Vores of all who came into the Borough from other Pariſhes upoa Certi- 
ficates ; who, tho they were Inhabitants in the Jarger Senſe of the Word, were not allow'd a 
Right to Vote, becauſe they were not Pariſhioners. 

This being a large Borough, many of the Inhabitants muſt be always changing their Ha- 
bitations; and when they live out of the Borough, they loſe their Votes : but if they return a- 
gain, they regain their Right, let them come in at what time. they will; provided they return 
hana Fide, with an Intent to continue their Inhabitancy : and it never has been diſputed bur in 
that Circamſtance they had ſuch a Right. Bur often: many have been brought into the Borough 
juſt upon an Elettion, only to give their Votes, and with a deſign to retire again as ſoon as 
it was over ; and in ſuch Caſe, their Votes haye been often rejected. 

The preſent Sitting Members having had the moſt undoubred Intereſt that ever was known 
in that Town upon any Election when there was a Conteſt, (viz.) the Magiſtracy and the 
whole Corporation, Nine Parts in Ten of all who had any Property amongſt the Churchmen, 
all che Quakers and Bapriſts Intereſt, and the only Men of any Figure or Fortune amonglt the 
Presbyterians ; and conſequently, three Parts in four of the whole : Mr, Deax had no Means to 
ſucceed, but by Expenice amongſt the Meaneſt Part of the People, and by ſuch Managemenc 
as will appear upon the Tryal. | 

The Borough of Taunto?, lying within the Pariſh of St:Mary Magdalen, and not including half the 
Pariſh, very many Perſons who lived in the Pariſh, and out of the Borough, were brought into 
it by the Sitting Members, upon the EleCQtion of the former Parliament ; and this being com- 
plained of by the then Petitioners, the following Reſolution was pals'd, (viz.) | 

* A Motion being made, and the Queſtion being put, That Perſons living in that part of the 
* Pariſh of St. Mary Magdalen, in Taunton, which lies without the Borough, and ar any time

Ir paſſed in the Negative; 

This Vote excluded ſuch as lived and had their Families elſewhere, but who only occaſionally 
took a Room in the Borough to give their Votes; but neicher was nor could be ſuppoſed to ex- 
tend to thoſe who changed their Habitation, boxa /ide, whatever were their Motives.

NOTE, That Mr. Trenchard declared at the Place of EleQion, and before any Perſon voted 
on either Side, that he conſented to rejeR all Votes of this Claſs of Men, or that he was con- 
tented that Mr, Serjeant Ea-l-, who appeared for his Son, and Mr; Deaz, ſhould name the Day 
of any Voters coming in, from whence they ſhould be eſteemed good Votes, and the reſt be 
rejected ; or that he would conſent the Petitioners ſhould name upon whar Intereſt they would 
ſtand, and he would be determined by their own Declarations, which was refuſed. 


By the Words Not receiving Alms and Charity, were underſtood ſuch as received regular 
or conltant Alms or Charity, as thoſe who had Relief of the Pariſh, lived ia Alms-Houſes, or 
had Coats given them yearly to wear as a Badge of their Poverty. There is alſo fifty Pounds 
ro bind out yearly ten poor Boys Apprentices, {ix whereof were to be of Taunton Magdaler:,

been under the DireQion of Mr. Portz:ang and given to bribe the Maſters of the Boys ; bat © 
there ety orher Benevolences given to the Inhabitants of Taxntcn, ſeveral whereof are 
under the Diretion of Dillenters, and others at the Diſpoſition of Churchmen, the greateſt 
of which is under the Government of twenty Feoffees, who out of the clear Profits of ccr- 
rain Lands are to apply fourtcen Pounds per 417. every Chriſtmas tor Loaves, to be given by 
the Conſtables to every Houſe-keeper within the Borough without Diltinftion, and two 
thirds of the clear Money to be diſtributed by the Conſtables, and the Reſidue is to be 
given according ro the Diſcretion of the ſaid Truſtees, to every or any Houſe-keeper 
who does not receive Reliet of the Pariſh; and is uſually given at Chriſtmas, or at the other 
Feaits ro make merry with, in ſmall Sums, ro as many of the Inhabitants as it can well be 
divided amoogſt, and often has becn given to the Rich as well as the Poor, though more 
commonly to the latter; and ir is preſumed that there has been ſcarce a Man in the Town 
that has not received it one time or another: And laſt Chriſtzzas, before any Candidate was 
named or thought of, it was diſtributed amongſt ſome Hundreds of Perſons, by Sixpences, 
Shillings, and Half-Crowns at molt ; and promi cuouſly given, to thoſe who voted afterwards 
for che Petitioners as well as for the ſitting Members, though not to ſo many, becauſe they 
had nor ſo many who votcd for them, | 

The ſitting Members about a Week or ten Days ſince heard that the Petitioners would attempt 
to have this Benevolence called a Charity within the Meaning of the Vore mentioned. It is 
one hundred and forty Years and upwards fince this Gift was made, and it was never eſteemed 
ſuch a Charity, becauſe *cis generally given to Perſons without Application, and was never ob-

HAT by the Att of Parliament in Scotland, Anno 1681. The Frecholders of cach Shire are 
appointed to make up Rolls of the ſeveral Freeholders, having Title to Vote in the Ele&ion 
of a Commiſſioner to Repreſent the Shire in Parliament ; And theſe Rolls are to be Record- 
ed in the Sheriffs Books for Regulating the Ele&ions in Scorland, before the Freeholders pro- 

ceed to Vote ; and as the Poll ſtands by theſe Rolls, the Return is tobe made. 

That the Sheriffs of Wrgroun, in Obedience to Her Majeſty's Writ, having Summoned the Freeholders 
of that Shire to Meet upon the Tenth Day of November laſt, and Chooſe-their Commiſſioner for this Pre- 
ſent Parliament, and the Freeholders having accordingly Met, The Petitioner indeed before making 
the Rolls, did offer ſome ObjeCtions agaiaſt the Sitting-Member, Agnew Yonger of Seuchan. Neilſon, of 
Cragcoffie, Carthcart of Gaynock ;, But at length the ObjeRions being Yielded, and their Anſwers ac- 
quieiſed in, It was Agreed by the Meeting, whereof the Petitioner himſelf was Preceſs, That the Sitting 
Member and the other Freeholders Named ſhould be lnrolled, and the Roll being 2ccordingly made 
up as the aforeſaid AR direfts. 

The Sitting Member, The Petitioner, and all the other Freeholders mentioned in the Roll, do Sub- 
ſcribe a Docquet, Subjoyned to the Roll, which is in theſe Words, which Roll the Haill Barons under Subſcribe 
ing Conſents to be an uncontroverted Roll for Eleftion of a Commiſſioner now, and in Time coming, and to be In- 
ſert inthe Sheriffs Court- Books, 

Note, This Roll was made up Conform to a former Signed Roll, in which the Sitting Member and 
the other Three Freeholders were likewiſe Inrolled, 

That the Roll being thus made up and the next thing Injoyned by the formentioned AR being, that 
the Preceſs to the making, up of the Rolls ſhall call the Votes by that Roll, who ſhallbe Preceſs, and who ſhall 
be Clerk in the EleQion of the Commiſſioner, and accordingly the Petitioner as Preceſs to the making up 
of the Roll having called the Votes for Preceſs and Clerk to the Eleftion, The Majority was in favour of 
Mc. Doval of Logan as Preceſs, By which the Petitioner diſcoveriag that the Majority of the Poll by the 
Roll would go for the Sitting Member to be Commillioner, he then enters a Proteſt agaiaſt the Clerk, in 
theſe Words ; the Petitioner andhis Aaherents proteſt, That the Clerk of the Meeting do make a Faithful Return 
of the Names of all who offer themſelves as Voters in the Enſuing Eleftion for a Member of Parliament, and that 
he de not pretend to exclude any of them upon the pretence of the illegallity of their Titles to Vote, in reſpet the 
ſaid matrer is to be determined by the Houſe of Commons. And in the next place the Petitioner pre- 
tends to Recurr to the Objeftions made by him againſt the Sitting Member, and the other Three Free- 
holders named, notwithſtanding the Meeting (and the Petitioner himſelf Preceſs) had determined, they 
ſhould be larolled, as appears by the Roll and Docquet recited. 

But here it is to be obſ:rved F/rſt, That the taking the aforeſaid Proteſt againſt the Clerk was moſt Irre- 
gular, and done of deſign to Diſturb the Meeting, which accordingly fell out ; Every Body Thronging 
'n and Calling and Proteſting for their Vote, tho? they had no manner of Title to ſhew for it. 

Secondly, The Objettions made againſt the Sitting Member, and the other Three Freeholders, before 
raking up the Roll being paſt trom, as appears by the Subſcribed Docquet Subjoined, they cannot now 
be taken up and Inſiſted on at the Bar of the Houſe ; for certainly the Signing of the Roll does take of 
all the Objections made againſt any ordained by the Meeting to be [nrolled, and eſpecially being Signed 
by the Petitioner himſelf, and that by the forecited At of Parliament, the meeting of Freeholders 
is exyreſly appointed Judges in making up the Roll. And 

Thirdly, The Petitioner ſtill finding there would be a Majority for the Sitting Member, even Numbring 
all that would come in and claim their Vote, he then pretends in the Minutes, that he and the other Gen- 
tlemen for him, Signed the Roll under a Proteſtation, but this Proteſtation is neither mentioned jn the 
Docquet, nor in the Minutes, till the Roll was made up and Signed; and this is what Lawyers call Proteſtatio 
Contraria Fate, whichis of no Force to lavalidate a Politive Deed and Conſent, ſubſcribed by the Petitio- 
ner himſelf. 

By the Roll then, which is the regular Foundation for a Return, the Poll ſtands thus,

Note, There are Four more inthe Roll, but neither of them voted for either of the Candidates. 
And the Poll for the Freeholders whoclaimed their Votes, including thoſe larolled, ſtands thus,

But then the Sitting Member diſqualifies Seven of the Petitioner's Votes upon Uaqueſtionable Grounds, 
and particularly, as being Tenants of the Biſhop of Golloway, and not of the Crowa. 

Note, To Qualifie a Freeholder to Vote, the forecited Ad, 1681, provides, That he muſt be Seaſed 
in Lands holden of the Crown of Forty Shillings of Old Extent, which is Three Shillings and Four Pence; 
or of Four Hundred Pounds of Valued Rent, which is Thirty Three Pounds Six Shilliogs and Eight Pence ; 
and to underſtand the Old Extent, it was a Rule made by the Kings in Ancient Times for Levying Taxa- 
tions [rom his own Tenants or Vaſſals; ſo that Biſhops Vaſſals could have no Old Exteat; and rherefore 4 
Five Pound Land ina Biſhop's-Charter does not prove the Old Extent ; For that deſignation of Biſhop's 
Lands did ariſe trom a Roll of the Valuation of Church Lands made by Cardinal Begamont, Cardinal 
Legat into Scorland, for a Rule by which the Pope might either raiſe Taxations from the Clergy, or that 
his Chancery might know what demands to make from any Perſon applying to have the Pope's Bull for a 
Benefices So that tho? by a late AR of Parliament in Scorland, That Order of Biſhops is taken away, 
and their Vaſſals, or Tenaats, are made Tenants to the Crown ; yet their Freeholds muſt Extend - 
to Four Hundred Pounds of Valued Rent before they can be qualified ro Vote, ſeeing Church Lands were 
not comprehended in the Old Extent.

CEASSAETS HE CORPORATION & CHIPPING WYCOMY, at 
THEESSS the Time of the Eleftion of Members for this preſent Parliatnevr, con- 
== ſifted of abour One Alundred Voters; fince which Time, Richard 
S$»rimpton, the preſent Mayor, who was likewiſe choſen ro that Office in 
the Year 1722, by the Contrivance of one Sales, an Alderman of that 
hah 7? Town, has made above Seventy Honorary Freemen, ſcatter'd abroad in 
arts of the Kingdom, by which Means, the ſaid Shrimpron and Smales haye been 
alternately choſen into the Office of Mayor of the faid Borough excluſive of the reſt 
of Corporation. 

THUS it ſtood, when the preſent Mayor receiv'd the Precept for making the late 
EleRion, which was proclaimed by him to be made on the firſt of this Inſtant February, 
at the Town-Hall at Wycomb, the uſual Place of Elefion: Art which Time, Henry 
Waller, Eſq; a neighbouring Gentleman, and Capt, Co//yer, ſtood Candidates: 

THE Day of the Ele&ion being come, the Mayor ſent to the Town-Chamberlain, 
to demand the Keys of the Town-Hall z but this Officer being appointed by the Com- 
mon-Council and Corporation, and entruſted by them with the Cuſtody of the faid Keys, 
": {pefting ſome ill Defign in making that Demand, which had never been made by any 
wiayor whatſoever at any EleCtion before, returned a very civil Anſwer ; and acquainted 
him, That whenever he ſent Notice that he was ready to proceed to the Ele&ion, he 
would wait upon him with the Keys ; and accordingly the Chamberlain did attend at the 
Town-Hail tor Two or Three Hours for that Purpoſe, and did, before the Mayor pre- 
tended to come to the Hall, open the Doors, and gave the Keys to the Mayor's Officers, 
who were left there to guard the ſame. 

IN the mean Time, many of the Burgefles being admitted into the Hall by the faid 
Officer as whyal, and having waited there ſeveral Hours, ſ-nt to the Mayor, to defire to 
Know, when he would come to the Eleftion ; to which he ſent for Anſwer, {hat he wron!4 
come Then. he thought fit. About Half an Hour after Two, the Mayor proceeded to rhe 
Town-Hail with mighty Pomp, and a great Number of Drums, Kettledrums, Trumpet?, 
Hautboys, and other Warlike Muſick, attended with the Candidate, Capt. Colly?r, and 
a vaſt Retinue of Servants and others, which drew together a great Crowd of People, as 
well out of Curiolity as Admiration of ſo unafual a Sight. Thus they marched ro. the 
Foot of the Stairs leading up to the Hall, which were-guarded by the Mayor's own Offi- 
cers, with their Staffs in their Hands. Several of Capt. Cllyer's Voters went up into the 
Hall before þim with+-great Eaſe, notwithſtanding the Preſs that was chiefly owing to his 
own Cavalcade, and the Refort of ſo many Strangers as is uſual on ſuch Occaſions. Bur 
as the Mayor ſeem'd to proceed to go up the Stairs, Smaltes pull'd him by the Sleeve, 
and led him off to the George Ale-Houſe, as had been before concerted, where they imicnded 
to praceed to the pretended Eleftion. 

WHA'T Notice they gave to their Friends upon this Occafion to repair to the George, was 
not known, to the other Candidate, Mr. Waller, and his Friends, who attended in the Hall, 
expeCing the Mayor, till they heard he was at the George Inn. Then Mr. Waller, with 
about four or five Burgeſſes and Gentlemen, went to the ſaid Inn, to defire him to 
come to the Hall, and proceed to the EleCtion, afſuring him, there was no Diſorder nor 
Diſturbance ; and this was before he had begun to proceed upon his pretended EleRion, 
which was in ali:tle Room, that wou'd not hold above 26 or 3o People. But the Mayor 
in Anſwer, b17 them be gone fer a pack of Rogues end Raſcals, and ask'd then what Buſineſs 
they bai there? and ſome Perſons in the Room, defir'd the Mayor ro read the Proclamation 
ceainſ} Riot s, and diſperſe thoſe idle Fellows. 

SOON after that, the two Bailiffs, with ſeveral of the Aldermen, and others, went like- 
wiſe to the Mayor, todefire him to come to the Hall, toproceed to an FleHiaon, aſſuring him, 


all was peaceable and quiet z and told him, if he apprehended any Mob, he might eafily dif- 
perſe

perſe them, and they wou'd give him their urmoſt Afſiſtance 5 but he was determia'd to 
the contrary, and continued in the Alehouſe, and made a ſham Poll among their own 
Friends, whilſt the major Part of legal Voters were attending in the Town-Hall, 'till after 
they had made this pretended EleCQtion. | 

Mr. WALLER, and his Friends, having attended till after five o' Clock e Town 
Hall, and hearing what was done, drew up a Petition to the Honourable of Com 
mons, which was fign'd by 15 legal Voters; whereas the pretended Poll, confiited 
but of 49 againſt 2, whereof one indeed, a Creature of theirs, was order'd to vote for 
Mr. Waller, to give ſome Pretence to call it a Poll, 

THIS is what they call an EleQion, not begun at the Place appointed by Proclamation, 
nor adjourn'd by Conſent of Parties z not made in any publick Place where the Voters cou'd 
have free Acceſs, or where they cou'd have the Protection of the Magiſtrate ; but hudled 
up in an Alchouſe, where the Mayor had no Authority, where the Inn-keeper was ſole 
Maſter, and might, without Breach of any I aw, admit, or exclude, whom he pleas'd ; 
as was intended, if Mr. }ailer's Friends had come to Poll ; of which Defign, Atﬀidavits 
have been made by thoſe that heard the Orders given for th@Purpoſe. us way. this 
EleCtion made in an AZehouſe, under the very Top 3 in an A/elouſe, kept by a pas 
Agent of Capt. Collyer, and, what is more extraordinary, a Poſt-Maſter, who, by an expreſs 
you is forbid, under the ſevereſt Penalties, to meddle in EleRions, in any Manner what- 
ever, 

IN ſhort, if the FaQts abovemention'd, are compar'd with the Laws now in Force for pre- 
ſerving the Freedom of Eletions, it will appear, that there is not one Clauſe in any one of 
them that has not been violated upon this Occation, and that this fingle Stratagem of 


making EleQtions in obſcure, uncertain Places, if allow'd of, is ſufficient to evade all the 
Laws that ever were, or ever can be made, to ſecure the very Baſis of our w 
which is a free and open Choice of Members to ſerye in Parliament.
